MAPHTHA EXPLOSION 


Oll Car Collision Near Pittsburg 
the Cause. 
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SCORES ARE BADLY BURNED 





The Accident Occurs in the Pan Handle 
Railroad Yards—Houses Wrecked 
by Gas Main Igniting.

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 12.—Four dis- 

tinct explosions wrought ruin in the Char- 

tiers Valley this evening. It is estimated 

25 persons are dead and between 100 and 

} 150 are burned, many of whom will die. 

The first explosion occurred in the Sheri- 

den yards of the Pan Handle Railroad, 

i about five miles from the Union Station in 

i this city. Switchmen were shifting a train 

i of cars, to which were attached two cars of 
refined oil and one of naphtha. 

The Pan Handle Railroad Company has 
thirty-six tracks through Sheridan and has 
j succeeded in keeping communication open. 

The property loss will amount to at least 
} $600,000.

1 As the oars were pushed along the track 
the oll cars came together with a crash, 
smashing the couplings and breaking a 
switch light. The oil tank was jarred, and 
oil flowed down on the light. It ignited 
and made a trail to the tank. A flame shot 
into the air, and before the trainmen knew 
what had happened an explosion occurred 
/ and in a flash the burning oil spurted into 
the air. 

This occurred about 4:45 P. M. An alarm 
was sent. to Sheridenville and McKee’s 
Rocks, and the local Fire Department re- 
sponded. No-water could be had, and the 
heat was so intense no one could get near 
enough to couple an engine to the other 
two cars and hau! them away. 

About 5:15 the second car of refined oil 
exploded, and by this time fully 1,000 per- 
sons had gathered on the hillsides. The 
Pan Handle ‘tracks lie in a valley flanked 
by steep hills on each side. No one 
thought of any danger. 

The heat from the burning cars generated 
gas In the naphtha tank near by. It hada 
gas dome. Shortly after 6 o'clock the naph- 
tha tank exploded. The dome shot into 
the air and fell on the hillside amid the 
jam of spectators. The tank split in twain 
and the naphtha, like fiery serpents, shot 
into all directions, spraying .the thousands 
of people, among whom were laborers, wo- 
men, children, and railroaders. 

' Immediately there was a rush for safety. 
; Hundreds who were sprayed by. burning oil 
; tore their clothes off their bodies. Women 
’ and children screamed and men swore and 
ran hither and thither like wild men. Peo- 
| ple set fire to each other. Some crawled 
j into the dirt, others ran and fanned the 
hf flames with the wind. Dozens of naked 
' men‘ beat their bodies among the bushes 
f seeking to relieve the pain, while others 
‘ Sank exhausted, never to rise again. 

The heat from the burning fluid which 
had spread over the valley separated the 
parties occupying each hillside. A similar 
scene was being enacted on both hillsides, 
while down the valley none came out alive. 

The burning oil trickled into a small ditch 
known as Cork's Run. It floated past the 
Village of Esplen and into the Ohio River. 
At the edge of Esplen and the Pittsburg 
city limits a group of house§ are situated 
along the hillside and on the level. A nat- 
ural gas miain occupies a ditch. There was 
a jeak in thé gas main. 

As the burning oll reached it, the gas 
main exploded, wrecking all the houses in 
the group and killing several people, maim- 
ing about twenty more. One building con- 
tained a large poolroom, where were con- 
gregated a dozen men, and all were killed 
or injured. 

Thus, at two distinct places, more than 
two miles apart, lives were lost and help 
Was needed. By this time the railroad 
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company had organized relief crews among 
their Pittsburg yard men. Every physician 
in the city Was telephoned to lend his aid. 


Special trains were made up to take the 
doctors down in groups. Ambulances were 


put aboard flatcars and rushed down. 
Every hospital was ordered to get ready 
for an overflow, and rescue work was un- 
der way by 6:30 on a large scale, 

As no water could be had at either fire, 
and as itywas useless to pour water on the 
oil fire, it was allowed to burn. it warped 


the tracks out of shape, and shut off all 
traffic on the Pan Handle Railroad, and 
a black cloud of smoke is still ascendin 
from the spot where lie charred remains o 
probably scores of bodies. 


LATEST ST. VINCENT NEWS. 


500 Were Dead Up to Friday Night— 
A Boat Unable to Approach 
the Shore. 

FORT DE FRANCE, May 12.—The 
British royal mail steamer Solent has 
brought awful news from St. Vincent. 

On May 8 and 9 the Soufrié@re volcano 
broke into violent eruption. Mud, ashes, 
stones, and fire were hurled into Kings- 
town, the capital of the island, and over 
the country. From the meagre reports 
obtainable here, it is known that 500 
deaths had occurred in St. Vincent up to 
Friday night, and that the volcano was 
still active at that time. The volcanic 
detonations were distinctly heard in 
Barbados, a hundred miles away, and 
the fall of ashes at Barbados was so 
heavy that it resulted:in intense dark- 
ness for several hours during the after- 
noon. 

Hamilton De Lourcy, a passenger on 
the royal mail steamer Esk, reports that 
between 11 and 1 o'clock of the night of 
May 8 a huge, black mass of vapor hung 
over the volcano on St. Vincent, and 
that the mountain was raining ashes, 
while there was a continuation of elec- 
tric flashes about the mountain top. 

A boat from the Esk went toward the 
shore with mail, but had to return. 


THE ST. VINCENT ERUPTION. 


Canoes Crowded with Refugees Arriv- 
ing at Dominica— The Soufriere 
Active Since Wednesday. 
ROSEAU, Island of Dominica, B. W. 
I, Sunday, May 11.—The Soufriére vol- 
cano, on the Isiand of St. Vincent, has 
been in full eruption since Wednesday 
last. Several plantations have been de- 
stroyed. Earthquakes and loud reports 
accompanied the eruption, and stones 
and ashes fell at the capital, Kingstown. 
Many persons were wounded and the 

bodies of 500 dead are unburied. 

Barbados, 100 miles east of St. Vin- 
cent, was in total darkness for a time. 
Pebbles and gritty substances have fallen 
at Barbados. 

Canoes crowded with refugees are ar- 
riving at Dominica, and their occupants 
are most hospitably received. 


NO NEWS OF ST. VINCENT. 


St. Thomas Learns Nothing Additional 
of the Catastrophe There—Empty 
Canoes in the Channel. 


ST. THOMAS, D. W. L, May-12.—Aft- 
ernoon.—Nothing exceptional has oc- 
curred at Dominica since last night. The 
atmosphere is now fine and reassuring. 

No news has been received here to-day 
from St. Vincent or Martinique. 

Refugees from St. Vincent continue to 
arrive at Dominica, each repeating a pit- 
jiable tale of hardship and sufferings, 

The United States steamer Potomac 
passed Dominica to-day. 

Many empty canoes are in the Chan- 
nel, being driven by wind and current 
toward Point-a-Pitre, Guadeloupe. 

A few refugees from Martinique have 
arrived at Dominica in a sloop. 

The French cable ship Pouyer Quertier 
is trying to repair the cable. It is re- 
ported that she finds it sunk in 1,200 
meters of water where formerly it was 
only 300 meters below the surface.

RELIEF MEASURES 
OF THE GOVERNMENT 


Congress Votes $200,000 for 
Aid of Martinique’s Needy. 
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Secretary Root Arranges for the Send- 
ing of Supplies on the Dixie— 
$70,000 to be Expended 
for Stores.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Both the ex- 
ecutive and the legislative departments 
of the Government were busy to-day pre- 
paring for the work of rescue and relief 
in Martinique. The cynical sentiment ex- 
pressed in the House on Saturday that 
France is able to care for her own peo- 
ple has met with no echo, and the United 
States has taken the lead among the na- 
tions in helping France to do it. 

This Government was ready to aid 
France without her asking it. Without 
the least doubt the resolution passed by 
the Senate Saturday would have been 
passed to-day in the House in any case; 
but in the meantime the French Govern- 
ment had informed President Roosevelt 
that American help was needed; that 
rescue as well as relief was needed, be- 
cause the eruptions had not ceased; and 
the President forwarded this news to 
Congress in a special message urging 
immediate action. 

His recommendation was that $500,000 
be appropriated. Congress has not yet 
acted on that recommendation, but. it 
has of its own motion appropriated $200,- 
000 without prejudice to future action 
upon the President’s suggestion. The 
resolution passed by the Senate on Sat- 
urday was for $100,000. The House to- 
day increased the appropriation to $200,- 
000 and sent the resolution back to the 
Senate, which promptly passed it as 
amended. Later the appropriation may 
be increased to the figure suggested by 
the President. 

The message was referred to the prop- 
er committees and will no doubt be 
promptly reported upon. 

In the meantime the President and his 
Cabinet were busy. Secretary Shaw held 
a conference at the Treasury Depart- 
ment to determine upon the best means 
of relief. Secretary Moody, after a con- 
ferénce with Rear Admiral Taylor, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, decided tnat 
the Buffalo should be made ready for 
sea under hurry orders and held for any 
call from the West Indies. The Potomac 
has already left, and the Dixie will sail 
on Wednesday. The Dixie was ordered 
to load the stores which the War De- 
partment will furnish as rapidly as pos- 
sible and clear for Martinique at the ear- 
liest moment. 

Secretary Root, after conferring with 
Adjt. Gen. Corbin, ordered Quartermas- 
ter Gen. Ludington, Commissary Gen. 
Weston, and Surgeon Gen. Sternberg to 
at once arrange for the sending of sup- 
plies, without awaiting for the passage 
of the Senate resolution. A plan of dis- 
tribution was arranged and each bureau 
chief was directed to send officers from 
his department on the Dixie in charge 
of the stores. Gen. Sternberg’s medical 
officers are instructed to render medical 
aid as well as aiding in the distribution 
of supplies. 

The plan of distribution is as follows: 

Three medical officers, with $5, 
worth of medical stores, &c.; one sub- 
sistence officer, with $70,000 in stores, 
consisting of rice, dried fish, sugar, cof- 
fee, tea, eanned soups, condensed cream, 
salt, pepper, and vinegar; one officer of 
the Quartermaster’s Department, with 
$20,000 worth of clothing supplies for 
men, women, and children. 

Secretary Root indorsed the scheme as 
follows: 

“The above distribution is approved 


and the purchases will be made accord- 
ingly, ready for shipment in case the

ing 400,000 gallons, ready for immediate 
use. These may be towed to whatever 
locality is selected for a camp for the 
refugees at once. They can be refilled 
at Kingston, Jamaica, or Cape Haitien, 
Haiti, where there is an abundance of 
good water.” 

Secretary Moody has Admiral Brad- 
ford’s suggestion under favorable con- 
sideration and probably will act on it 
to-morrow in case other means to serve 
the same end have not appeared in the 
meantime. 

Besides Capt. Gallagher, these army 
officers have been assigned to the duty 
of distributing the food, clothing, and 
medical supplies to the survivors of the 
calamity at Martinique: Capt. Robert 
Sewell of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, First Lieuts. J. B. Clayton, James 
R. Church, and John J. Reilly of the 
Medical Department. The medical offi- 
cers will be accompanied by six mem- 
bers of the Hospital Corps from the 
School of Instruction of Washington 
Barracks, and will be provided with a 
large quantity of medical stores and 
supplies. 

The Quartermaster’s supplies to be 
transported on the Dixie will include 
about 500 tents, suitable clothing for 
men, women, and children, and camp 
equippage such as axes, shovels, kettles, 
frying pans, and cooking utensils. The 
subsistence supplies include about 500,- 
000 rations. 

Chief Clerk Michael of the Department 
of State acted immediately upon the 
suggestion of United States Consul 
Aymé at Guadeloupe, relative to the Red 
Cross. In the absence of Miss Barton, 
Gen. John M. Wilson, late Chief of En- 
gineers, United States Army, is the rank- 
ing member of the committee of the Red 
Cross, and he was promptly advised of 
the Consul’s suggestion in order that he 
might call a meeting of that body to de- 
cide on the extent to which the society 
shall participate in the relief work. 


ACTION TAKEN BY THE HOUSE. 


Senate’s Appropriation Increased to 
$200,000 and the Resolution Passed, 
196 Yeas to 9 Nays. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—The vote in 
the House, by which the bill granting 
$200,000 for the relief of Martinique suf- 
ferers was passed to-day, stood 196 yeas 
to 9 nays. Those voting in the negative 

were:

A special méety 
ing of the Appropriation Committee was 
held to facilitate action on the bill, and 
it was reported to the House within a 
short time after the receipt of the Presi- 
dent’s message. Mr. Hemenway, the act- 
ing Chairman of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, explained that the amount was 
limited to $200,000, owing to the fact 
that large private contributions were be- 
ing made. 

The discussion was brief, Mr. Under- 
wood (Ala.) being the only one to speak 
in opposition. Mr. Underwood said that 
he was opposed to the measure and 
would vote against it. Members were 
not here, he said, to legislate on the im- 
pulse of their heartstrings. He. believed 
it would have been more appropriate for 
the President of the United States to 
send a message of condolence to the 
Government of France. 

Mr. McRae (Ark.) made an appeal for 
prompt and unanimous action in the in- 
terest of humanity and Mr. Livingston 
(Ga.) added the hope that the country 
would not turn back upon its record for 
succoring those in distress without refer- 
ence to nationality or locality. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (N. Y.) sought to have 
the amount amended to $500,000 in ac- 
cordance with the President’s recom- 
mendation, but in view of the unani- 
mous action of the committee the amend- 
ment was not pressed.

CYCLONE OF FIRE AND SMOKE 





Awful Gases Accompanied It—When 
They Struck the Doomed People 
Death Was Instant—It Now 
Seems Certain that 30,000 


Perished. 





Relief parties from Fort de France 
have effected a landing in St. Pierre. 
It is estimated that 30,000 dead strew 
the streets. Decomposition of the bodies 
has set in, and to prevent an epidemic, 
the work of cremating corpses has been 
begun by a detachment of French troops 
from Fort de France. 

The postures of the dead indicate that 
the doomed inhabitants were suffocated 
by gases from the volcano. 

No buildings are left standing and 
there is hardly a trace of the streets. 

Word reached Washington yesterday 
from United States Consul Aymé, who 
proceeded to Martinique from Guade- 
loupe. He informs the President in a 
message from Fort de France confirm- 
ing the worst reports of the disaster at 
St. Pierre, that 30,000 people perished 
and 50,000 are homeless and starving. 
There ts urgent need cf all kinds o1 pro- 
visions. 

An appeal came yesterday to the 
United States Government from France, 
asking that vessels be sent to transport 
the inhabitants of Martinique who still 
survive and are believed to be in peril, 
to places of safety. 

The Government acted promptly in re- 
sponse to these

The House responded by passing a

Secretary Root directed the purchase of 
$70,000 worth of provisions, $20,000 
worth of clothing, and $5,000 worth of 
medical supplies. Col. Brainerd, the 
commissary officer in New York, was 
ordered to make these purchases at once.

“The President directs me to express 
to you his wish that your department go 
to the furthermost limits of expcutive 
discretion for the rescue and relief of 
the afflicted inhabitants of the islands in 
the Caribbean. JOHN HAY. 

Rear Admiral Bradford, Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment, to-day submitted 
to Secretary Moody the following sug- 
gestion in regard to the situation at 
Martinique: 

“Tt has ocourred to this bureau that 
the refugees from the Island of Marti- 
nique may suffer from want of good 
water. Naturaily the surface water will 
be slightly impregnated with sulphur 
and thus be unsuitable for drinking pur- 
poses. There is a good: water barge at 
Key West with a capacity of 17500 
gallons ready for immediate use. There 
also is one at Norfolk, capable of carry- 
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and other necessary articles and to take 
such other steps as he shall deem advis- 
able for the purpose of rescuing and 
succoring the people who are in peril and 
threatened with starvation, the sum of 
$200,000 is hereby appropriated. 

“In the execution of this act the 
President is requested to ask and obtain 
the approval of the French Government, 
and he is hereby authorized to employ 
any vessels of the United States Navy 
and to charter and employ any other 
suitable steamships or vessels.” 


THE SENATE CONCURS. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.-—-The Senate 
concurred in the amendment of the 
House appropriating $200,000 for the 
Martinique sufferers. The bill now goes 
to the President for his signature,

St. Vincent is completely isolated and 
no word has come from the island. Lat- 
est reports said La Soufriére, the volcano 
on that island, is still in full eruption. 

Fragmentary descriptions of the de- 
struction of St. Pierre are told by sur- 
vivors of the Roraima, now in the mili- 
tary hospital at Fort de France. Among 
these is John 8S. Morris of Brooklyn, an 
engineer on that vessel. 

He says a cloud of fire swept with 
lightning speed, toppling and roaring, 
down the mountainside and over the 
town and bay. The Roraima caught fire 
at once. 

A survivor of the Italian ship Teresa 
Lovico described the eruption as a cy- 
clone of smoke and fire. An awful, pois- 
onous, choking gas accompanied it, do- 
ing more destruction than the fire. When 
it struck people they fell dead.

HORRORS OF ST. PIERRE. 


Doomed Inhabitants Were Suffocated, 
Judging from the Appearance of 
Corpses—Story of Roraima 
Survivors. 

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Marti- 
nique, May 12.—It now seems to be gen- 
erally admitted that about 30,000 per- 
sons lost their lives as a result of the 
outbreak of the Mont Pelée volcano at 
St. Pierre on Thursday last. Careful 
investigation by competent Government 
officials show that the earlier reports of 
The Associated Press were accurate. 

Briefly put, last Thursday morning 
the city of St. Pierre disappeared within 
ten minutes, in a whirling cyclone of 
fire vomited from Mont Pelée; the in- 
habitants were instantly and horribly 
killed, and the volcano, whose ancient 
crater had been occupied by a quiet lake, 
in which picnie parties bathed, suddeniy 
discharged a torrent of fiery mud, which 
rolled toward the sea, engulfing every- 
thing before it. Then the last of cable 
communication was broken, and the 
doomed city was isolated from the world. 

The commander of the French cruiser 
Suchet gave the American Consul at 
Guadeloupe, Louis H. Ayme, the first 
news of the appalling disaster the day 
after it occurred. Mr. Ayme has reached 
the desolate spot where St. Pierre stood 
and confirms the awful story in all its 
essential features. 

From an interview with Col. Ayme, 
who is a trained American newspaper 
man, a correspondent of The Associated 
Press learned the following facts re- 
garding the destruction of St. Pierre: 

Thursday morning found the inhabi- 
tants of that city anxiously looking to- 
ward the thick clouds shrouding the 
Mont Pelée crater. All day Wednesday 
horrid detonations had been heard. 
These had been echoed from St. Thomas, 
on the north, to Barbados, on the south. 
During the night of Wednesday these 
had ceased and only fine ashes, like rain, 
fell on St. Pierre. As this continued the 
Governor, M. Mouttet, who was then at 
Fort de France, tried to stop the panic 
which the voleanic disturbance caused. 
He declared the danger would not in- 
crease, sent a detachment of soldiers to 
prevent a general exodus of the inhabi- 
tants, and later went to St. Pierre him- 
self with his wife. 

The British steamer Roraima arrived 
at St. Pierre some time afterward, with 
ten pasrengers, among whom were Mrs. 
Stokes and her three children and Mrs. 
H. J. Ince They were al! watching the 
rain of ashes, when, with a frightful 
roar and terrific electric discharges, a 
cyclone of fire, mud, and steam swept 
down from the crater over town and 
bay, destroying a fleet of vessels at an- 
chor off the shore. 

There the stories stop. Twelve surviv- 
ors only are in the military hospital at 
Fort de France, while 30,000 corpses are 
strewn about or buried in the ruins of 
St. Pierre, or else floating, gnawed by 
sharks, in the surrounding seas. Twen- 
ty-eight charred, half-dead human be- 
ings were brought here. Sixteen of them 
are already dead, and four others only 
are expected to recover. 

The Associated Press steamer, char- 
tered in Guadeloupe, reached Martinique 
at 6:30 Sunday morning. The lofty- 
hilled island was hidden behind a huge 
veil of violet, or leaden-colored, haze. 
Enormous quantities of the wreckage of 
large and small ships and houses were 
met with. Huge trees and, too often, 
floating bodies, with flocks of sea gulls 
soaring above and hideous sharks fight- 
ing about them, were floating here and 
there. From behind the volcanic veil 
came blasts of hot wind alternating with 
others icy cold. 

At Le Precheur, five miles north of St. 
Pierre, canoes were met with, filled with 
men and women frantic to get away and 
begging for passage on the steamer. 

The whole north end of the island was 
covered with a silver gray coating of 
ashes resembling dirty snow. Furious 
blasts of fire, ashes, and mud swept over 
the steamer, but finally St. Pierre was 
reached. 
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riously, for nearly all the victims had 
their hands covering their mouths or 
were in some other attitude showing 
that they had sought relief from suffo- 
cation. All the bodies were carbonized 
or roasted. 

Several steamers, including the Goev- 
ernment vessel Rubis, started from here 
yesterday for St. Pierre. The steam- 
ers had on board a Government del- 
egate, a number of gendarmes, a de- 
tachment of regular infantry, and sev- 
eral priests. The vessels also car- 
ried a quantity of firewood, petro- 
leum, and quicklime for use in the cre- 


mation of the bodies of the victims of 


the terrible volcanic outbreak of Thurs- 
day last. Large quantities of disinfec- 
tants and stocks of clothing for the ref- 
ugees were also shipped to St. Pierre. 

The refugees had, as a rule, assembled 
at Le Carbet and Case Pilote, towns not 
far from St. Pierre. It is reported that 
over a thousand of them have died since 
the fearful stream of lava poured down 
Mont Pelée. 

When nearing St. Pierre the Rubis met 
a number of tugs towing lighters filled 
with refugees. 

The corpses were gathered up by the 
soldiers and gendarmes and burned oR 
one of the public squares. 


Not a drop of water was procurable 
ashore. The darkness. caused by the 
clouds of voleanic dust shrouded the 
town, and continuous subterranean 
rumblings added to the horror of the 
scene. 

The vaults of the Bank of Martinique, 
at the head of what had been the Rue 
de lHopital, were found intact. They 
contained 2,000,000f. ($400,000) in specie 
and other securities, which were sent 
here for safe-keeping. 

The vaults of the Government Treas- 
ury are now being searched in the hope 
that a large amount of money and other 
valuables, deposited by the principal 
merchants of the city, may be saved, 

Nearly 4,000 of the refugees from the 
vicinity of the village of Le FPrecheur, a 
suburb to the north of St. Pierre, were 
rescued by the French cruiser Suchet 
and the cable repair ship Pouyer-Quer- 
tier, and were brought here, 

As a result of his inspection, the com- 
mander of the Suchet reports that crev- 
ices and valleys are constantly forming 
in the northern portion of the island, 
where the land is in a state of continual 
change. Fortunately, that part of the 
country was evacuated in good time by 
the inhabitants, who fled to Fort de 
France. 

Lava continues to stream down the 
mountainside, accompanied by terrific 
thunder and lightning. 

The dearth of provisions is beginning 
to be felt throughout the island. Nu- 
merous farhilies are completely ruined 
and even shelterless, while the means at 
the. disposal of the authorities are much 
inadequate to cope with the distress. 

Communication is practically cut off 
from all the surrounding islands, except 
by stray vessels, which are seized upon 
by the inhabitants to flee from Marti- 
nique. 

RELIEF PARTY LANDS. 


A. G. Austen, the manager of the Co- 
lonial Bank of Barbados, landed at St. 
Pierre with a party from the British 
Royal Mail steamer Solent. He found 
the bank clock stopped at some minutes 
before 8 o’clock. A horse and buggy and 
a policeman were in a dead group at the 
door. 

At the request of S. A. Macallister, 
the United States Consul at Barbados, 
Capt. Davis and the Solent were placed 
at his disposition by the Barbados Gov- 
ernment. 

The Solent arrived at about the same 
time as The Associated Press steamer, 
and brought to St. Pierre the Colonial 
Secretary, two civil doctors, two mili- 
tary officers, and Dr. W. E. Aughin- 
baugh of Washington, as well as a Core 
poral and four hospital orderlies, three 
trained nurses, and a full field hospital 
outfit. The Barbados Government also 
sent 700 barrels of provisions, one ton of 
ice, and a full supply of medicine, These 
were useful, but the dead only needed 
quick burial. 


STORIES OF SURVIVORS. 


The stories of the survivors added to 


The city of St. Pierre stretched nearly 
the awful details of the particularly har- 


two miles along the water front and half 


a mile back to a cliff at the base of the 
volcano. The ash-covered hills were 
flanked by the still smoking volcano. 
The ruins were still bugning in many 
places and frightful odors of burned 
flesh filled the air. 

With great difficulty a landing was 
effected. Not one house was left intact, 
although the houses of the richer French 
families were built of stone. Bvery- 
where were viscid heaps of mud, of 
brighter ashes, or piles of volcanic stones. 
The streets could hardly be traced. Here 
and there amid the ruins were heaps of 
corpses. Alinast all the faces were down- 
ward. In one corner twenty-two men, 
women, and children were mingled in 
one awful mass, arms and legs protrud- 
ing as the hapless beings fell in the last 
struggles of death’s agony. 

Through the middle of the old Place 
Bertin ran a tiny stream, the remains 
of the River Goyave. Great trees, with 
roots upward and scorched by fire, were 
strewn in every direction. Huge blocks 
and still hot stones were scattered about. 
From under one large stone the arm of a 
white woman protruded. Most notable 
was the utter silence and the awful, 
overwhelming stench from the thou- 
sands of dead. 

Careful inspection showed that the 
fiery stream which so completely de- 
stroyed St. Pierre must have been com- 
posed of poisonous gases, which instant- 
ly suffocated every one who inhaled

rowing account of the loss of the British 
steamer Roraima. 

c. C. Evans of Montreal and John G. 
Morris of New York, who are now at 
the military hospital at Fort de France, 
say the vessel arrived at 6. As eight 
bells was struck a frightful explosion 
was heard up the mountain. A cloud of 
fire, toppling and roaring, swept with 
lightning speed down the mountainside 
and over the town and bay. The Ro- 
raima was nearly sunk and caught fire 
at once. 

“‘T never can forget the horrid, fiery, 
choking whirlwind which enveloped me,” 
said Mr. Evans. 

“Mr. Morris and I rushed below. We 
were not very badly burned; not so badly 
as most of them. When the fire came 
we were going to our posts (we are engi- 
neers) to weigh anchor and get out. 
When we came up we found the ship all 
afire aft and fought it férward until 3 
o’clock, when the Suchet came to our 
rescue. We were then building a raft.” 

Ben Benson, the carpenter of the Ro- 
raima, said: 

“TI was on deck, amidships, when I 
heard an explosion. The Captain ordered 
me to up anchor. I got to the windlass, 
but when the fire came I went into the 
forecastle and got my duds. When I 
came out I talked with Capt. Muggah, 
Mr. Scott, the first officer, and others. 
They had been on the bridge. The Cap- 
tain was horribly burned. He had in- 
haled flames and wanted to jump into 
the sea. I tried to make him take a life- 
preserver. The Captain, who was un- 
dressed, jumped overboard and hung on 
to a line for a while. Then he disap- 
peared.” 

“Gus” Linder, the quartermaster of 
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can scarcely talk, confirmed this story. 


FIERY STORM LASTED FIVE MIN- 
UTES. 

Francisco Angelo, who speaks poor 
English, vividly described the onrush of 
the fire. He says the Captain was a very 
brave man; too brave to die burned up. 
Angelo asserted that the storm of fire 
lasted not more than five minutes. 

Joseph Beckels, a seaman, who is fifty 
years of age, and is so frightfully burned 
that he cannot live, having inhaled 
flame, said in weak tones that he was the 
last man to see the Captain. The Cap- 
tain was then trying to reach a floating 
mattress. 

Other men of the Roraima who were 
rescued are Salvador Aiello and Joseph 
Susino. 

From the Italian ship Taresa Lovico 
several men were saved, but they are in 
a frightful state, except Jean Louis 
Prudent of St. Pierre. Although on deck 
and unprotected, he was little burned. 
Prudent says there was f'itst an awful 
noise of an explosion and then, right 
away, a cyclone of smoke and fire, but 
such was the awful, poisonous, choking 
nature of the smoke that it burned worse 
than the fire. When it struck people 
they fell dead. The cyclone of gas tore 
the masts out of ships, blew others up, 
and sunk some of them. Soon afterward 
came a wave of fire bigger than the 
smoke cloud. 

“That cloud, continued Prudent, 
“was bigger, it seemed, than the moun- 
tain. The fire burned the city every- 
where at once. Near me I saw only dead 
men; but on shore I saw men and wo- 
men rushing back and forth amid the 
flames for an hour. They would not run 
long. Then came that choking smoke, 
and they would drop like dead flies. 

“The explosion, smoke, and fire all 
came and went in three minutes; but the 
city burned for three hours. Then every 
house was finished and nothing alive was 
left. ' 

“Some men from the sinking ships got 
to the shore, but they were burned up 
there. 

“At no time were there any eart&- 
quakes; but big stones were rained down 
and fire fell like rain for a long time.” 

In a separate part of the hospital were 
found several persons saved from Car- 
bet Village, four miles from St. Pierre. 
The village of Irrine, south of St. Pierre, 
Was almost entirely burned and almost 
all the inhabitants were killed. One of 
the survivors of Irrine, who will die, says 
the sea, boiling hot, invaded the land. 
Six women, whose bodies are one solid 
DBiirn, are writhing in another ward of 
the hospital. Ten women, severely 
burned, from Irrine, were brought in 
and four of them have died. It is doubt- 
fui whether any of the six still alive 
can recover. 

An evidence of the swiftness of the on- 
slaught of fire is found in the fact that 
none of the victims was blinded, al- 
though the eyelids of most of them are 
nearly burned through. All those saved, 
except the engineers of the Roraima, are 
poor sailors and Martinique negroes. No 
one knows-how the passengers of the 
steamers perished, and it is impossible to 
get a full list of the vessels lost. The 
Cable repair ship Grappler was lost with 
ail on board, as was the French vessel 
Tamaya. 

THE RODDAM’S ESCAPE. 


There were eighteen or twenty vessels 
in the roadstead at the time of the disas- 
ter. The British steamer Roddam had 
anchored, but Capt. Freedman, although 
horribly burned, managed to keep on the 
bridge of his vessel. Everybody on the 
Roddam’'s deck was killed instantly, but 
with the assistance of his third engineer 
and a fireman, who were injured, he 
brought his vessel to St. Lucia. Many 
persons tried to reach the Roddam, but 
in vain. 

The United States Vice Consul at St. 
Pierre, Amadee Testart, reached the 
deck of the Roddam only to fall dead 
into the sea. 

Three hours’ exploration of the ruins 
of St. Pierre resulted in the finding of 
no trace of the American Consulate. 
Consul Thomas T. Prentis, his wife, and 
two daughters, are undoubtedly dead. 
That quarter of the city is a vast mass 
of still blazing ruins. Nor has any trace 
been found of James Japp, the British 
Consul. Mr. Japp had a large family at 
St. Pierre. ss 


WHOLE ISLAND A WASTE. 


The coast villages near St. Pierre were 
destroyed simultaneously with that town, 
The entire island, up to within a few 
miles of Fort de France, is covered with 
mud and ashes. The cattle of the island 
are either all dead or dying. The streams 
have dried up or polluted. Thou- 
sands of persons are flocking to Fort de 
France. Famine is imminent, and there 
is urgent need for the Red Cross Socie- 
ty’s services. 

The French cable line, via Europe, is 
now the only means of telegraphic com- 
munication with the outside world. The 
demands made upon this line are ex- 
tremely heavy. 

Mont Pelée is still in eruption and even 
more violent and disastrous eruptiens 
may follow. Volcanic ashes have fallen, } 
against the wind, on the Islands of Do- 
minica and St. Vincent. 

The authorities are doing everything 
possible to relieve the suffering, The 
means at their hands are terribly inade- 
quate. 

Unless prompt measures are taken for 
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- the disposal of the thousands of dead 


bodies at St. Pierre, a fearful 
is almost certain to’ develop there, 
The central and southern parts of St. 
Pierre are still burning. The country- 
side is deserted. Every family on the 
island is mourning the loss of relatives 
or friends, Business is at a complete 
standstill. St. Pierre was the financial 
and provisioning centre of the island. 


NEW CRATERS OPENING. 


British Colonial Office Receives News 
that the Catastrophe Is Worse than 
First Reported. 


‘LONDON, May 12.—The Colonial Of- 
fice received the following cable dispatch 
this afternoon from Administrator Bell 
of the Island of Dominica, B. W. I.: 
“The Martinique catastrophe appears 
to be even more terrible than as at first 
reported. Refugees arriving here this 
morning state that new craters are open 
in many directions, that rivers are over- 
flowing, and that large areas in the 
north of the island are submerged. Other 
districts are crowded with survivors. Al- 
most total darkness continues. I do not 
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the steamer, who is horribly burned and 





believe Guadeloupe can 
lieve the stupendous distress.” 
King Edward has commanded the Co- 
lonial Secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, to tel- 
egraph to the Governor of the Windward 
Isiand, Sir Robert Llewelyn, his Majes- 
ty’s deep regret at the calamity which 
has visited the Island of St. Vincent and 
his sympathy with the sufferers and the 
bereaved.

AMERICAN WARSHIPS START. 


Cruiser Cincinnati Leaves Santo Do- 
mingo City and the Tug Potomac 
San Juan for Martinique. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Navy 
Department this morning was informed 
of the departure of the cruiser Cincin- 
nati from Santo Domingo City for Mar- 
tinique. 

The Navy Department also has been 
informed of the departure of the ocean- 
going tug Potomac, from San Juan, 
Porto Rico, for Martinique. She probably 
will arrive there by to-morrow night. 

Capt. Yates Stirling, commandant of 
the naval station at San Juan, Porto 
Rico, has notified the Navy Department 
that the collier Sterling is being loaded 
there with voluntary contributions of 
supplies and will leave for Martinique as 
soon as possible. 

Secretary Moody found that the navy 
had a lot of food supplies at San Juan 
and he directed Commandant Stirling to 
have these put aboard the ship. Secre- 
tary Root also discovered that the army 
had a good many provisions stored there 
and authorized these to be loaded on the 
Sterling, so it is expected she will soon 
be able to sail with a full cargo. 


“ROYAL AID FOR MARTINIQUE. 


Emperor William Contributes $2,500— 
King Edward Hag Sent $5,000— 
Sympathy of the Pope. 
WIESBADEN, Province of Hesse-Nas- 
sau, Germany, May 12.—Emperor Will- 
jam has telegraphed to President Lou- 

bet, in French, as follows: 

“ Profoundly moved by the news of the 
terrible catastrophe which has just over- 
taken St. Pierre, and which has cost the 
lives of nearly as many persons as per- 
ished at Pompeii. I hasten to offer 
France my most sincere sympathy. May 
the Almighty comfort the hearts of those 
who weep for their irreparable losses. 
My Ambassador will remit to your Ex- 
cellency the sum of 10,000 marks ($2,500) 
in my behalf, as a contribution for the 
relief .of the afflicted.” 

President Loubet replied: 

“Am greatly touched by the mark of 
sympathy which, in this terrible misfor- 
tune which has fallen on France, your 
Majesty has deigned to convey to me. I 
beg you to accept my warm thanks, and 
also the gratitude of the victims whom 
you propose to succor.” 





PARIS, May 12.—King Edward has 
sent 25,000f. ($5,000) as his contribution 
to the fund being raised for the relief of 
the sufferers from the Martinique dis- 
aster. 

The Czar has telegraphed to President 
Loubet expressing the sincere sympathy 
of himself and the Czarina, who share 
with France the sorrow caused by the 
terrible West Indian catastrophe. 

The Swedish Minister, H. Ackerman, 
to-day handed to the Minister of the 
Colonies, M. Decrais, 5,000f. ($1,000) for 
the relief fund, in behalf of King Oscar. 





ROME, May 12.—The Pope to-day 
summoned the French Ambassador to 
the Vatican, M. Nisard, and expressed 
to him his keen sorrow on hearing of the 
St. Pierre disaster. The Pontiff request- 
ed that he be kept informed regarding 
the details of the volcanic outbreak,

THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1867.

CARLISLE, Penn,, May 12.—Alfred Lou- 
don of Carlisle Is familiar with Martinique 
and the surrounding islands, and passed 
through the earthquake of 1867. He was 
a marine upon the United States warship 
Monongahela, which was lying in the har- 
bor at Santa Cruz, D. W,_I. 

About 3 o'clock one afternoon the men 
on board heard a rumbling underneath the 


ship, as if steam were escaping from the 
beilers. They were about a mile off shore, 
and saw a great commotion in the town of 
Frederikssted and the church spire falling. 
From the ocean came a sea wall apparently 
about eighty feet high. When it reached 
the vessel it was fifteen feet high. 

They had cast three anchors, but the 
force of the wave snapped the anchors and 
shot the vessel toward the shore. The 
vessel struck three large trees, roo 
them off. The side of the ship Was crushe 
in. The water receded, and ghe ship was 
left far inland. When the wave struck 
them a large ten-inch gee was thrown 
through the side of the s 'p and landed at 
the bottom of the harbor. hey were com- 
pelled to stay with the wreck for several 
months. The Government afterward had 
the vessel rebuilt at the Kittery Navy 
Yards. The cannon was also recovered. 

This was the earthquake in which sixteen 
hundred people were killed. 


CAPT. MUGGAHW’S ORIGIN. 


NORTH SYDNEY, C. B., May 12.—Capt. 
George Mugguh, the commander of the 
Roraima, who perished in the disaster 
which overwhelmed his steamer at St. 


Pierre, Martinique, belonged in Sydney. He 
was born in that tuwn forty-four years 
ago. He leaves a wife, who lives in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 

Capt. Muggah had been in command of 
the Roraima for the past three years, hav- 
ing previously commanded the steamer 
Orinoco, another of the Quebec Steam- 
ship Company s fleet. He was well known 
throughout this province. 

The chief officer of the Roraima, who was 
saved, and taken to Fort de France, is 
Robert Morley of Halifax. ,He is well 
known here, His mother residés at Halifax.

PONGRESS A MESSAGE 


He Asks an Appropriation of 
$500,000 for Martinique. 











Consul Ayme Reports That 30,000 Are 
Dead and 50,000 Homeless on 
the Stricken Island. 





WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Presi- 
dent to-day sent the following message 
to Congress: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

“One of the greatest calamities in 
history has fallen upon our neighboring 
Island of Martinique. The Consul of the 
United States at Guadeloupe ha's tele- 
graphed from Fort de France, under 
date of yesterday, that the disaster is 
complete; that the City of St. Pierre has 
ceased to exist, and that the American 
Consul and his family have perished. He 
is informed that 30,000 people have lost 
their lives and that 50,000 are homeless 
and hungry; that there is urgent need of 
aH kinds of provisions, and that the visit 
of vessels for the work of supply and 
rescue is imperatively required. 

“The Government of France, while ex- 
pressing their thanks for the marks of 
sympathy which have reached them 
from America, inform us that Fort de 
France and the entire Island of Martin- 
ique are still threatened. They therefore 
request that, for the purpose of rescu- 
ing the people who are in such deadly 
peril and threatened with starvation, the 
Government of the United States may 
send, as soon as possible, the means of 
transporting them from the stricken isl- 
and. The Island of St. Vincent and per- 
haps others in that region are also seri- 
ously menaced by the calamity which 
has taken so appalling a form in Martin- 
ique. 

“TI have directed the departments of 
the Treasury, of War, and of the Navy 
to take such measures for the relief of 
these stricken people as lies within the 
executive discretion and I earnestly com- 
mend this case of unexampled disaster 
to the generous consideration of the 
Congress. For this purpose I recom- 
mend that an appropriation of $500,000 
be made, to be immediately available.

THE PRESIDENT TO M. LOUBET. 


Text of His Message of Sympathy— 
The Reply of the French Re- 
public’s Head. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Following is 
the text of the cablegrams between Pres- 
idents Roosevelt and Loubet on the Mar- 
tinique disaster: 


Washington, May 10, 1902. 
His Excellency M. Emile Loubet, President of 
the French Republic; Paris: 

I pray your Excellency to accept the profound 
sympathy of the American people in the appal- 
ling calamity which has come upon the people of 
Martinique.

I thank your Excellency for the expression of 
profund sympathy you have sent me in the 
name of the American people on the occasion of 
the awful catastrophe In Martinique. The French

MESSAGE FROM CONSUL AYME. 


Reports of the St. Pierre Disaster Con- 
firmed—Suggestion that Gov. Mouttet 
May Have Escaped. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secretary 
Hay has received the following cable- 
gram, dated May 11, from United States 
Consul Ayme at Guadeloupe, who went 
to Fort de France, Martinique, by in- 

struction# from this Government: 

“The disaster is complete. The city 
wiped out. Consul Prentis and his fam- 
ily are dead. Governor says 30,000 have 
perished, 50,000 are homeless and hun- 
gry. He suggests that the Red Cross be 
asked to send codfish, flour, beans, rice, 
salt meats, and biscuit as quickly as pos- 
sible. Visits of war vessels valuable.” 

An important feature of Consul Ayme’s 
cablegram is the reference by him to 
the Governor as an authority for the} 
estimate of the loss of life. Preceding 
dispatches, including the official’ mes- 
sages received at the French Colonial 
Office in Paris, reported that there was 
no doubt that Gov. Mouttet, as well as 
Col. Dain, the military commander at St. 
Pierre, had perished. 


AS TO THE ERUPTIONS’ CAUSE, 


Prof. Scott, the Princeton Geologist, 
Says Water Must Have Entered 
the Lava Reservoir. 

Special to The New York Times. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 12.—Prof. Will- 
jam B. Scott, the geologist, made the fol- 
lowing statement this morning concerning 
the destructive earthquake and volcanic 
eruptions, 

‘The evidence gleaned from the newspa- 
per accounts is both contradictory and in- 
conclusive, The eruption was of the ex- 
plosive type, similar to Vesuvius, but dif- 
fers in the nature of the matter ejected. 
In the case of Vesuvius the explosion was 
great enough to powder the lava. Here, 
however, immense masses of lava were 
blown out. To this white hot lava can be 


ascribed the destructive fire in the city 
and among the shipping in the harbor. The 
report of a rain of fire was simply this 
white hot lava. Gases probably did burn, 
but any fire from this source would have 
ascended and not descended, owing to the 
lighter weight of the gas. 

“The sudden access of a body of water to 
the lava reservoir is the only egplanation 
worthy on the present evidence. The erup- 
tion is peculiar in that immense masses of 
lava were ejected along with the lava 
stream and that comparatively little vol- 
canic dust was noticed. A force as great 
as this must have been should have pow- 
dered all the lava.” 


WEST INDIAN INSURANCE LOSS, 


Life Companies Fear Beneficiaries as 
Well as Policy Holders Have 
Perished. 


The Equitable Life Assurance Society and 
the New York Life Insurance Company had 
some of their respective clerical forces at 
work yesterday to ascertain the amount of 
their lability in consequence of the Mont 
Pelée disaster. 

James W. Alexander, President of the 
Equitable, announced that the total liability 
of the Equitable on the whole island of 
Martinique was §154,700. Charles C. Whit- 
ney, Secretary of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, said that the total lability” 
of that company in Martinique was lese, 
than $50,000. Neither of the companies hag. 
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bility worth speaking of on the Iglk-

His name is C. H. Van Romondt, and hehe

is a member of the commission firm of 
C. H. Van Romondt & Sons. He is himsel 
a policy holder in the Equitable. The New 
York Life did not maintain a local branch 
in Martinique. All of the policies held by 
the New York Life on the lives of resi- 
dents of Martinique were written by trav- 
— agents of the company on periodical 
visits. 

“Our business in Martinique,” said Au- 
ditor Jackson of the Equitable, “is not so 
large as it was eight years ago. In the 
past eight years Martinique has not been 
as prosperous as formerly, and as a result 
of the business depression a number of 
poses held by 6ur company were closed 
out.”’ 

“If we were to lose our entire Mability In 
the Island of Martinique,"’ said President 
Alexander of the Equitable, “it would be 
only as a drop in the bucket to us. We 
might lose that much on a single life in 
New York City. I do not think there were 


any large policies held by residents of 
Martinique In our company. My under- 
standing is that the average policy was 


from $2,000 to $3,000." 

Actuary Van Cise of the Equitable made 
the suggestion that the disaster in Mar- 
tinique was of such a character as to make 
progs of loss, not only with regard to life 
nsurance but also as to fire insurance, ex- 
ceedingly difficult. In many cases, he said, 
it would undoubtedly be found that not 
only the person holding the life or the fire 
insurance policy had been destroyed but 
a all of his legal heirs had perished 
also. 

* That is true,"’ said President Alexander. 
“There is’ probably not in the history of 
the world a situation parallel to that of 
Martinique, so far as the difficulty of ad- 
justing claims is concerned. It probably 
will be years before things can be straight- 
ened out and all liabilities liquidated."’ 


t_ Secretary Whitney of the New York Life 


insurance Company said that the same —- 
gestion which had come to the Equitab 
officials about the difficulty of adjusting 
claims had also come to him. He was _un- 
able to say just what would be done 
about it. 

* Our company,” he said, ‘“‘ has never yet 
had a case where it was unable to settle 
its liability, but Martinique may afford 
euch a precedent. Cases in which it is im- 
possible to furnish positive proof of death 
are coming up every day, but we have al- 
ways reached a conclusion in such cases 
and made payment to the rightful heirs. 
For instance, not long ago there was the 
ease of a policy holder who left Boston for 
New York on the Fall River Line. All that 
we were able to ascertain about him was 
that he did get aboard the Fall River boat. 
He was not heard from again. The proba- 
bilities were that he jumped overboard, and 
so we paid the policy. 

“In the Galveston disaster we were un- 
able to obtain positive proof of the death 
of a number of our policy holders. All that 
we knew was that they were in Galveston 
alive before the disaster, and that after the 
disaster there was no trace of them to be 
found. After waiting a reasonable time for 
them to turn up, we concluded that they 
had perished in the flood, and the policies 
taken out by them were paid to their bene- 
fictaries. But the feature of the Martin- 
ique disaster, which is likely to furnish a 
new precedent in casualty losses, is that 
in some cases, pay in many, the bene- 
ficiaries as well as the policy holder per- 
ished and no legal heirs were left to make 
a claim." 

“What would you do in such a case?” 

“We would place the money in a trust 
fund and hold it there indefinitely."’ 

In fire insurance circles it was said that 
the greater part if not all of the fire insur- 
ance of Martinique was held by English 
companies. The companies mentioned as 
those likely to have the bulk of the lIla- 
bility were the Palatine, the Sun, the 
Northern, the London Assurance, and the 
Eagle of London. All of these companies 
have branch offices in this city, but the 
branch offices are for United States busi- 
ness only. All of the policies written for 
the West Indian Islands, it was said, were 
written through the London offices. There 
was some difference of opinion among the 
agents as to the amount of the liability, if 
any, a fire insurance company would have 
for such a disaster as visited Martinique. 

At the office of the Palatine Company 
one of the officials showed the regular 
form of policy which that company wrote 
for the United States. In this policy it 
was distinctly stated that the company 
would not be liable for a loss by an ex- 
plosion, except the explosion occasioned by 
a fire, in which case the company's lla- 
bility would extend only to the value de- 
stroyed by fire after the building had been 
blown down. If, therefore, such a policy 
were written in Martinique, and it could 
be proved that the house insured had been 
shattered by the explosion of Mont Pelée 
and afterward burned, the insurance com- 
pany would: be responsible only for the 
actual loss done by fire. It was also said 
by the officials of the Palatine that it was 
their impression that there were earth- 
quake and volcano. exemption clauses in 
policies written for the West Indies and 
Central America. 

Mr. Leaycraft, the agent for the Eagle 
Insurance Company of London, who has an 
office at 140 Pearl Street, said that if it 
were shown that the lava covered a bulld- 
ing on which a policy had been taken out 
that the company would have to pay the 
amount of the policy, as it would be held 
by any court, he thought, that such de- 
struction was destruction by fire. Mr. 
Leaycraft said he had visited St. Pierre, 
and he knew there were no fireproof build- 
ings in the city. Most of the structures, he 
said, were built of wood. 

The settlement of bank credits, it was 
said on Wall Street, would present an al- 
most equal difficulty to the adjustment of 
insurance claims in cases where the bank, 
all the papers, and even those having 
knowledge of the bank's business had been 
destroyed. Most of the banking business of 
St. Pierre, it was said, was done with 
France. The people who had money in Mar- 
tinique were in the habit of making annual 
or biennial visits to France, and most of 
their banking business was carried on with 


Paris banking houses. The banking busi- 
ness of the wealthy class in St. Vincent 
was carried on almost exclusively with 


London houses. 


PREDICTED THE ERUPTION. 


Prof. Kerrick of Louisville Manual 
Training High School Foretold the 
Eruption at St. Pierre.

LOUISVILLE, May 12.—Prof. Felix 
Kerrick, occupying the Chair of Physical 
Geography in the Louisville Manual 
Training High School, predicted the vio- 


— 
lent volcanic eruption at St. Pierre last 
Thursday. Reports of earthquakes in 
the islands had been received on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday. On 
Thursday morning Prof. Kerrick said to 
his classes in physical geography: 

“These earthquakes have left fissures 
or cracks in the earth, and if these fis- 
sures do not deliver the lava as fast as 
the expansion forces produce it, there 
will be a violent explosion. If such an 
explosion occurs it will be within the 
next twenty-four hours. My prediction 
is that these earthquake cracks will not 
deliver the ‘melted material fast enough 
to relieve the strain, hence a violent ex- 
plosion is likely to occur.” 


COLIMA VOLCANO’S ACTIVITY. 


People of Guadalajara, Mexico, Fright- 
ened Over Indications of a 
Possibie Eruption. 

Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, May 12.—A dispatch 
from Guadalajara, Mexico, says the Co- 
lima volcano shows strong indications 
of an eruption .and the inhabitants liv- 


ing in the valley at its base are moving 
to a safe distance from the peak, from 
which smoke and puffs of flame have 
been belching forth for several days past. 

Mount Colima has been showing indi- 
cations of renewed activity for several 
weeks past. and this threatening condi- 
tion caused the work of constructing the 
extension of the Mexican Central Rail- 
road to Manzanillo; passing near to the 
base of the mountain, to cease tempo- 
rarily. 

Since the catastrophe of St. Pierre the 
people of the Colima district are very 
uneasy, and it will take very little dem- 
onstration on the part of the volcano to 
produce a panic. The route of the Mexi- 
can Central extension will probably be 
changed in order to avoid any possible 
disaster that an eruption might bring.

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NEW YORK HASTENS 
TO AID MARTINIQUE 


War Department Ordering Food 
to Go on the Dixie. 


APPEAL FROM MAYOR LOW

The Buffalo to Fullow the Dixie—Presi- 
dent the Chamber 
of Commerce Advances 25,000f. 
for. the Islanders. 
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There is to be no delay in sending relief 
from this country to the survivors of the 
disaster in the West Indies. Already the 
United States Government, through its 
army representation in this city, has taken 
action, and many plans are being formu- 
lated by organizations and individuals of 
New York. 

Any one who visited the local office of the 
Commissary Department yesterday had a 
chance to see how quickly the machinery 
of the Government could be put In action. 
Col. Brainard of the Subsistence Bureau re- 
ceived a telephone message from Secretary 
of War Root during the morning. It was 
an order to obtain food enough to last ten 
days for 40,000 people, to procure the food 
as rapidly as possible, and then to send 
it to Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
aboard the cruiser Dixie, which is expected 
to leave for that port to-morrow. 

The bill to provide $100,000 for the relief 
of the sufferers in the volcanic area had 
passed the Senate, and was expected to 
come up in the House during the after- 
noon. Col. Brainard did not know what 
was the authority of the Secretary in giv- 
ing the order over the telephone, but it 
was inferred that the President's message 
of yesterday had something to do with it. 
Besides, word was received from Wash- 
ington that the Congressmen who opposed 
the measure would withdraw their objec- 
tion, and, therefore, the executive officials 
krew that the legislative authority would 
be forthceming. There was no time to 
waste, and the Secretary took the bull by 
the horns. 

Hardly ten minutes had elapsed after the 
reception of the telephone message when 
every wire leading from the Subsistence 
Office was busy. The boy at the switch- 
board had his hands full, and the Colonel 
did not have time for anything but lifting 
off and hanging up the receiver on his 
desk. 

“Hello! Is this the Company? 
Can you get ready 600 cases of chicken 
soup before Wednesday morning? What's 
the figure? Yes, that’s right. Good-bye.” 


PROVISIONS FOR THE DIXIE. 


This was a sample conversation. Hun- 
dreds of barrels of all sorts of provisions 
were ordered. The different companies 
were told to deliver the goods to the Dixie, 
whieh will come from the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard to be loaded on this side of the river. 
By 8 o'clock tn the afternoon active work 
on the preparing of the supplies had begun, 
and the Colonel had an opportunity to lean 
back in his chair and light a cigar. 

In the méanwhile, Major Gallagher of the 
Commissary Department had come from 
Washington, interviewed the head of the 
firm of Outerbridge & Co. about the needs 
of the homeless islanders, and returned to 
Washington. Mr. Outerbridge senior had 
told him what the inhabitants of Martin- 
ique needed, and he had in turn consulted 
on the subject with Col. Brainard. 

Representatives of the War Department 
visited during the day the office of Middle- 
ton & Co. and other shipping firms, ask- 
ing the right to buy up as soon as boat 
should arrive on the scene any supplies 
consigned to people who perished under the 
volcano. A number of permits were re- 
ceived. It was evident on every side that 
the Government officials were leaving no 
stone unturned to provide relief for the suf- 
ferers and to provide it as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Outerbridge told the army man the 
following supplies were essential to the isl- 
anders: Hams, peas, beans, salted codfish, 
salt, cornmeal, crackers and hard bread, 
lard, cooking oil, flour, pork and beef in 
half-barrels. According to the statement 
he laid before the army officer, the Island 
of Martinique consumes 6,000 barrels of 
such provisions each month. Practically all 
the provisions for the island were stored 
habitually in St. Pierre, and so the de- 
struction of that city has left the people of 
the smaller towns and country in a very 
sad plight. 

The work of preparing the Dixie for 
the trip was rushed all day. The crew of 
the vessel put in a hard day’s work refill- 
ing the almost empty coal bunkers of the 
cruiser from barges which were towed to 


the navy yard yesterday morning and 
moored alongside the ship. About 1,100 
tons of coal are being taken aboard. A 
considerable quantity of provisions and 
other supplies was aiso loaded on the ship 
yesterday afternoon. Most of the supplies 
taken aboard were for the ship’s company, 
orders having been received to provision 
the vessel for an absence of several months, 
although she may not remain away that 
length of time. 

Besides carrying relief to the living on 
Martinique, the crew of the Dixie, it was 
said yesterday, will also aid in the work 
of burying or cremating ‘the dead in St. 
Pierre, which is believed to be a most 
necessary work, as a means of preventing 
pestilence on the stricken island. When 
this work is done, it is said, the Dixie, 





which is ticularly well adapted for the 
urpose, ll aid in taking refugees from 
Bt. ierre to other places in the islands. 


In order that the Dixie may have as much 
room as possible on board for the purposes 
of her mission, her large crew of about 700 
men and boys {s to be cut down to about 250 
men. The remainder of the crew, mostly 
landsmen and apprentices, will be trans- 
ferred to the receiving ship Columbia. 

Although the cruiser, which has only 
just returned from a _ ten months’ 
eruise in Southern waters, has a foul bot- 
tom, it is expected that the ship will make 
a fast run to Martinique. The officers of 
the boat said yesterday that she would be 
put to her highest speed and that she would 
probably e St. Pierre in five or five 
and a half days. 


THE BUFFALO TO SAIL ALSO. 


It was said at the navy yard yesterday 
afternoon that the navy authorities in 
Washington had decided to send the naval 
transport Buffalo to Martinique with sup- 
plies. in addition to the Dixie. The Buffalo, 
it was said, would probably sail next week 
for the islands. She is at present lying at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, haying come from 
mg last week. The Buffalo, like the 

xie, was formerly a Morgan liner, She 
was purchased by Brazil, converted into a 
dynamite cruiser, and rechristened the 

ictheroy. Jugt before the outbreak of the 
war with Spain the United States Govern- 
ment bought the vessel. She has for some 
time been in use as a naval transport, ply- 
ing between this port and Manila. She was 
to have sfled for the Phillipines on May 20 
with a cargo of supplies. 

On the steamship Roraima, which was 
entirely destroyed when the top of Mont 
Pelée was blown off, were 15,000 barrels 
of provisions destined for the different 
islands. e loss of this food leaves Mar- 
tinique, as well as other lands in that

With the Dixie sailing from 
here to-morrow and the liner Fontabelle 
on Saturday, both laden with relief con- 
signments, there seems to be a certainty 
that the sufferers from the volcani¢ erup- 
tion will be well taken care of. 

If all the Government supplies cannot be 
stored on the Dixie, what remain may be 
sent on the Fontabelle. Outerbridge & Co. 
have notified the Secretary of War that 
they shall have first refusal of - space 
enough in that boat to carry 2,000 barrels. 

The New York Chamber of Commerce is 
going to do much to alleviate the hunger 
of the refugees and those who live in 
places that were dependent on St. Pierre. 
At 12:30 P. M. to-morrow there will be a 
formal meeting of the Chamber, but in the 
meantime President Morris K. Jesup has 
anticipated the action of the organization 
and ordered the use of $5,000 on his per- 
sonal responsibility. His action was pre- 
ceded by a letter asking that a meeting 
for relief measures be called, and signed 
by the following members of the Chamber:

Finding that it was impossible to send 
relief supplies from New York before the 
end of the week, Mr. Jesup called on 
the French Consul General, M. Bruwaert, 
yesterday afternoon. Through that offi- 
cial he cabled ‘to those in authority on the 
stricken island to use the credit of the 
Chamber of Commerce to the extent of 
5,000, 25,000 francs,) in purchasing -sup- 
plies from vessels arriving within the next 
tew days. 

M. Bruwaert had informed Mr. Jesup 
that there were on the way to the island 


Several vesseis with goods consigned to 
houses that had been destroyed by the 
volcano and that, as there would be no 


claims to the consignments, they could 
be bought on arrival. The following cable- 
gram was sent by the Consul General to 
the Colonial Office in Paris, to be trans- 
mitted by them to the island: 

New York Chamber of Commerce meets 14th 
to take action for alding sufferers at Martinique. 
President Chamber willing to anticipate needs 


by sending 25,000f. to be used for immediate 
necessities if you think best. 
Under ordinary circumstances this mes- 


sage would reach the island in five hours, 
but the best the Consul General hoped for 
was that it would get there late last night, 
in which event an answer might be ex- 
pected to-day. M. Bruwaert expressed 
himself as appreciating deeply -Mr. Jesup’s 


offer. 

“We are acting,” he said, “upon the 
supposition that the survivors have been 
gathered into Fort de France and that they 
are under the care of the Governor and 
that he will use this credit to purchase 
the supplies that are aboard the vessels 
that we know are due this week at St. 
Pierre, and that will undoubtedly put in at 
Fort de France when they find that St. 
Pierre has been buried under the lava. 
We saw an opportunity to afford imme- 
diate relief, anticipating by at least ten 
days any shipment of provisions that could 
be made from this city, and Mr. Jesup, in 
behalf of the Chamber of Commerce, has 
made it possible for the Governor of Mar- 
tinique to seize the opportunity.” 

Although there has been no formal ac- 
tion by the Produce Exchange, it is an- 
ticipated that such will be forthcoming to- 
day. Various members talked over the 
matter yesterday and came to the con- 
clusion that they would bring up the sub- 
ect or else collect individual subscriptions. 
fany of the members have close relations 
with the islands of the Windward group, 
especially those who deal in rmoachinery, 
sugar, and staple provisions. 


MAYOR LOW’S APPEAL. 


Mayor Seth Low has called upon the 
people of the city to help the sufferers. In 
his appeal, issued yesterday, he says: 

The appalling calamity at Martinique and In 
the neighboring islands makes an appeal to the 
generosity of New York that I am sure will 
not be disregarded. It is evident that help will 
be needed on a large scale, and needed promptly. 
I am glad to perceive that the Chamber ot 
Commerce is to hold a _ special meeting on 
Wednesday to take steps for raising a suitable 
relief fund. If there are any who wish to trans- 
mit money for this purpose through the Mayor, 
I shall be glad to receive it and to transmit it 
to its destination through the Chamber of Com- 
merce committee. I hope that New York will 
ae its old-time reputation for liberal giv- 
ng. 

West Indians living in thig city are to 
collect funds for the relief of their com- 
patriots. Among those who are especially 
active in the movement are Henry C. De 
Medeuil, Superintendent of the West In- 
dian department of the American Trading 
Company; Victor De Messimy, cashier of 
the United States Agency Company, and 
Henry De Massias of the American Surety 
Company. As yet no arrangements for a 
meeting have been made, but subscriptions 
will be solicited by the above named and 
oo a mass meeting will be called to- 

ay. 

There are in New York twenty-five fam- 
ilies that.came originally from Martinique, 
All are fairly presperous. M. Medeuil is 
regarded as a leader among them, and he 
expects *to gather many hundreds of dol- 
lars to send to the island before this week 
is over. Both he and the rest of them 
have relatives whom they regard as lost, 
though they are still hoping that some, 
most likely the women and children, es- 
eaped before the final outpour of lava and 
fire, 


Mr. Outerbridge said yesterday that he 
thought the need of food would be con- 
fined, at least for several weeks, to the 


negro classes of the island, as he calcu- 
lated that the more affluent members of 
the community had money enough to buy 
up what was in reach. A large proportion 
of the negro element, which contains about 
0 per cent. of the whole population, he 
said, is now bereft of all means of making 
a living, the great sugar factories in the 
vicinity of St. Pierre having been destroyed 
and the neighboring plantations being over- 
flown with lava. 

The Merchants’ Association sent this dis- 
patch to President Roosevelt: 

If there is any way in which we can co-operate 
with the Government, or act separately, in aiding 
in the relief work in Martinique and St, Vincent 
you have but to command us. 

A similar telegram was sent to the Sec- 
retary of War. 

H. D. Lockwood of the office of the As- 
sociation has been delegated to visit *com- 
mercial houses in New York doing business 
with Matinique and St. Vincent, to get an 
intelligent and accurate list of the require- 
ments of the people.

MESSAGES FROM MARTINIQUE. 


Engineer Morris in Fort de France 
Hospital—French Cables Busy 
All Day. 

Despite the fact that cable facilities were 
very inadequate, several personal messages 
verifying rumors about the destruction of 
Martinique or giving further details were 
received in this city yesterday. 

Charles Van Romondt of St. Pierre, who 
is the head of a firm that represents L. W. 
& P. Armstrong of this city on the Island of 
Martinique, has been here for some weeks. 
He received yesterday the following dis- 


patch from Joseph Duvallon: 


St. Pierre totally destroyed; the families Dev- 
ers and Girard also. Entire city with its in- 
habitants burned up. Provisions at Fort of 
France requisitioned by the Government. Send 
me instructions. Until then I await your or- 
ders. Mme. and Mile. Desurgy saved. 

Mr. Duvallon is a partner in the firm of 
Charles Van Romondt & Co. Devers and 
Girard were men connected with the com- 
pany, and the two women mentioned in the 
dispatch are relatives of Mr. Van Romondt, 
who infers from the message that many, if 
not all, the feminine members of the 
wealthier families of the ruined city had 
been transported from the scene of disas- 
ter before the fatal eruption. 

The following cablegram was received 
from Guadeloupe by L. W. & P. Armstrong 
at 106 Wall Street: 

On eighth, elght morning, City Saint Pierre 
completely destroyed by column of flames from 
volcano. All shipping destroyed. Man-of-war 
Suchet at Fort nee sent Saint Pietre bring 
assistance. Saved about twenty people from 
vessels. Officers sent ashore to rescue those 
supposed alive, but city being ablaze could not 
penetrate interior. Heaps of bodies were on the 
squares. It is believed no one escaped. Gov- 
ernor and Colonel and wives who had come 
from Fort de France most a perished, 
also previously lava destroyed several districts 
and usine Guerin, causing many victims; also 


total lives lost estimated 40,000. Suchet left 
yesterday with relief.

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145,000 MINE WORKERS 
OBEY ORDER TO STRIKE 


No Colliery in the Anthracite 
i: Region Is Working. 


The Suspension is Expected to be Per- 
la Manent After the Convention at 


ko Hazleton To-morrow. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—Mine work- 
ers throughout the entire anthracite coal 
regions of Pennsylvania to the number of 
145,000 formally began their stru to- 
day for increased wages and shorter hours. 
Never in the history of hard’coal mining 
has a tie-up been so complete, not one of 
the 357 collieries in the territory being in 
operation. There is every indication that 
the suspension, which was to cover only 
the first three days of this week, will be 
made permanent by the miners’ general 
convention, which will meet at Hazleton on 
Wednesday. 

Absolute quiet prevailed everywhere to- 
Gay. In pursuance of the request of the 
district Executive Boards, which met joint- 
ly at Scranton last week, all the local 
unions throughout the regions met during 
the day and evening and elected delegates 
to the Hazleton convention. In every in- 
stance where the vote of a “local” be- 
fame public property the ballot showed a 
Wecided majority for a permanent strike 
wnless the operators grant concessions. 

Predictions are made that if it is decided 
on Wednesday to continue the strike the 
Struggle will be longer and more bitter than 
twas that of 1900, which lasted six weeks. 

The coal companies in various parts of 
the regions have already made prepara- 
tions for a siege. Coal train crews, tele- 
graph operators, switchmen, carpenters, 
machinists, and other employes, numbering 
several thousand, not identified with the 
Mine Workers’ Union, have béen laid off 
until further notice. Some of the com- 
panies have also brought their mules to the 
surface and placed them in pasture. 

President Mitchell spent a busy day at 
his headquarters. He was in close com- 
munication with all the district leaders, and 
expressed himself as well satisfied with the 
Way the men responded to the call for a 
suspension of work. He will leave for 
Hazleton to-morrow afternoon. 

The general idea that the coal compantes 
have been storing up coal during the past 
month and that a large supply is now above 
the surface is erroneous. The action of 
some of the companies in giving orders for 
@ more economical distribution of coal in 
the way of sales shows that they fear a 
shortage at no distant day. The Philadel- 
phia and Reading Company, the largest 
producer in the region, to-day refused to 
accept orders from its line and city cus- 
tomers, and only promised to fill tidewater 
orders if the coal is available. 


SCRANTON, Penn., May 12.—President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers stated 
this morning that the tie-up in the three 
anthracite districts is complete. Approxi- 
mately 140,000 men and boys are idle, of 
which number only one-half are in the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming region. In 
every instance, Mr. Mitchell said, the order 
to suspend operations had been obeyed. 
About 20,000 mine workers are out in the 
Lehigh district, and 50,000 in the Schuyl- 
kill field. 

An official of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad Company said to- 
day that that corporation had no intention 
of resorting to a lockout. 

From the same official source comes the 
@nnouncement that the Delaware, Lacka- 
Wanna and Western Company has stopped 
selling coal. Not a carload has been shipped 
Since Saturday. The other companies have 
taken similar action, and it is believed a 
coal famine will speedily result if the sus- 
pension is made permanent on Wednesday. 

The Diamond and Bellevue coal wash- 
eries, owned by the Lackawanna Company, 
were working to-day, but shorthanded. 
With this exception every coal operation 
in the region is closed. 

Among the orders of the day from the 
companies was one from Erie Railfoad of- 
ficers. that coal -train and switcher crews 
need not report for work until further no- 
tice. This affects upward of three hun- 
dred railroaders in this city alone. 

HAZLETON, Penn., May 12.—-Mining ope- 
rations in this portion of the Seventh Dis- 
trict were completely suspended to-day. 
Coal company officials refuse to say wheth- 
er they will make a move for a resumption 
on Thursday in case Wednesday's conven- 
tion declares in favor of the continuation 
of the strike. Sunday quietude reigns 
throughout the district. 

That the miners expect a permanent dec- 
laration at Wednesday's convention is 
shown by the hundreds of applications 
made by them for work on a new trolley 
construction operation here, for which up to 
this’ time a sufficient number of hands 
could not be secured. 

P. G. Gallagher, National Executive Board 
member of the United Mine Workers from 
this district, said to-night that, from the 
a so far received, a majority of the 
delegates from the Hazleton district to the 
convention would vote for continuation of 
the strike if no concessions are granted by 
the operators.

Slope, owned by the Van Wickle estate, 
near. Beaver Meadow, this evening. 

SHAMOKIN, Penn., May 12.—The forty- 
five collieries in the Ninth mining district 
were completely tied up this morning by 
the 20,655 employes, excluding bosses, fire- 
men, engineers, and pumpmen, enforcing 
the three days’ suspension ordered by the 
Scranton convention. Two-thirds of the 
collieries are in the vicinity of this place 
and are owned principally by the Philadel- 
shia and Reading, Pennsylvania, and Le- 
high Coal Companies. 


TAMAQUA, Penn., May 12.—Of the 7,000 
men employed by the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company in the Panther Creek 
‘Valley, less than a score reported for duty 
to-day. At the No. 4 Breaker the slate- 
ae boys went to work as usual, and the 
yreaker is now cleaning the coal which was 
mined on Saturday.

Coal Deaters Will, Immediately After 
Strike Is Declared, Advance Rates 
—The Poor Will Suffer First. 
Coal dealers are anxiously looking for- 
ward to the result of the Hazleton, Penn., 
convention of delegates from the anthra- 
cite districts before they make any more 
contrgtts with their customers, Should a 


that they have, 


strike be declared an advance in price witli 
probably take place at once, and if the 
strike, as is expected, be a lo one,- they 
will look out for the interests of their reg- 
ular customers first when..coal -becomes 
scarce and let transient customers take 
their chances. 

R. K. Owens, head of the firm of Owens 
& Co., coal dealers, 11 Broadway, said last 
night that an advance in prices will be the 
immediate result of a strike, as, while 
there is a fair supply of anthracite on 
hand, it is only the normal supply, and the 
strike would be a prolonged one. 

“ Prices are not advanced yet,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘and will not be advanced until 
the strike is actually declared. We can 
only judge by the newspapers, as to the 
likelihood of a striwe, and up to the last day 
or two the indications were against a 
strike. The price of coal always, of course, 
begins to rise under ordinary conditions 
after the month of April. An advance of 10 
cents a ton beginning with May 1 is added 
every month, and prudent people lay in 
their supplies of coal before May 1, and the 
prospect of a scarcity of coal which a 
strike like the one which is expected would 
events would send prices bounding up- 
ward.” 

During the last coal strike the principal 
sufferers were the people who buy coal by 
the pail, as the people in the east side tene- 
ments do. It took place at a different time 
in the year than the present, when fires 
were needed in the houses for warmth as 
well as for the purposes of cooking, and 
the grocers and others who sold coal by the 


\pail advanced prices to their customers out 


of all proportion to the actual market ad- 
vance. 

A strike just now would not cause so 
much suffering among tenement dwellers 
unless it extended into the Fall or Winter. 
It is said that few, if any, jobbers are 
likely to benefit by the advance in_ the 
price of coal, as the general belief had been 
that there would be no strike up to last 
Saturday, when the result of the miners’ 
convention at Scranton was made known. 
There are many thousands of tons of coal 
etored in the depots in and around Greater 
New York, but most of this is to fill or- 
ders for Winter supplies which have al- 
ready been contracted fer at a given price. 
One reason for the customary advance in 
the price of coal beginning with May is to 
induce people who burn anthracite in quan- 
tities, such as hotel proprietors, to lay in 
their Winter supplies before Winter comes. 


THE OPERATORS STAND FIRM. 


Steadily Refuse to Concede or Arbitrate 
—Will Be a General Shut-Down as 
Soon as Strike Is Declared. 


It was learned in this city yesterday that 
strike or no strike, the anthracite operators 
will net recede from their position neither 
to agree to arbitration nor to grant any 
concessions, and are preparing for a long 
struggle in case the delegate convention in 
Hazleton, Penn., orders a general strike to- 
morrow. As this is the season when little 
anthracite is needed except in New York, 
and all the depots are well supplied with 
it, a general shut-down in the mines will 
take place as soon as the general strike is 
declared. 

W. E. Truesdale, President of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad, 
said yesterday that the shut-down may 
last for an indefinite time. The time will 
depend on the time occupied by the strike, 
which he expected would be a long one. 


Regarding a dispatch from the mining re- 
gions to the effect that the coal and iron 
police had attended a meeting of miners 
and promised that while they would pro- 
tect the property of the mine owners, they 
would not protect the non-union men em- 
ployed in the strikers’ places, Mr. Trues- 
dale said: 

“The coal and iron police are employed 
by the companies and sworn in under the 
laws of the State of Pennsylvania to do all 
the duty required of them, including the 
protection of the workers. There will be 
ew non-union men to protect, as the shut- 
down will take place as soon as the strike 
goes into effect.”’ 

Mr. Truesdale said the companies stood 
by the position they held right along. They 
could make no concessions, and would not 
consent to arbitration. 

Some of the operators who believed be- 
fore the decision of the miners’ convention 
last Friday at Scranton was announced 
that there would be no strike, said yester- 
day that the miners’ action was not ex- 
pected. The President of one of the largest 
of the anthracite-carrying roads said: 

“ The situation has changed, and it looks 
likeia strike now. Last week I did not 
believe there would be a strike.” 

Secretary Easley of the National Civic 
Federation said last.evening ‘that the Fed- 
eration had done all that it could to avert 
a strike. He would not undertake to say 
what the outcome of the strike would be. 
It is believed, however, that the Civic Fed- 
eration will not give up all hope of trying to 
bring about a settlement even after a 
strike is declared. A man who has identi- 
fied himself with the efforts made in the 
interests of peace said: 

“The result on Wednesday will depend 
on whether the miners will out of retalia- 
tion vote for a strike, or simply be guided 
by expediency. Undoubtedly a strike, if it 
is a long one, would demoralize the union, 
and presumably the operators know this. 
It is generally admitted that this is a bad 
time for the miners to strike from the 
miners’ point of view, and as the operators 
will fight it to the end, it will be a lon 
strike, resulting in much suffering ant 
misery. At the same time many of the 
miners think that it is too late now to 
back down. There is no doubt that both 
the operators and the miners have gone 
astray in their calculations. The miners 
thought that the operators would make 
concessions at the last moment, and the 
operators thought that the miners would 
back down at the last moment.”’ 


COAL ROADS FEEL THE STRIKE. 


Stocks of Ail Except the Erie Break 
from 2 to 13 Points. 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday the 

coal stocks, with the exception of Erie, 

were decidedly heavy. Lackawanna broke 


18 points on transactions only of 300 shares; 
Delaware and Hudson lost nearly 5 points 
on the transfer of 12,000 shares; Jersey 
Central sold down 4 points, while Reading 
lost 2 points and the preferred shares about 
a point each. Erie was exceptionally strong 
throughout the day, closing only \ down 
on dealings in 16,000 shares. It is under- 
stood in the Street that developments of 
importance are shortly to be _ disclosed 
which explain the persistent buying of the 
stock yesterday, 

In the financial district*it was declared 
that the break in the high-priced shares 
such as Lackawanna and Jersey Central 
was due not so much to the fear of the 
strike as to liquidation of weak speculative 
accounts forced by the continuing high 
rates for money, the call figure at one time 
rising to 10 per cent. 


GATES STILL OFFERS ODDS. 


John W. Gates yesterday morning, just 
after a conference at the office of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., said that he was still of the 


opinion that the odds were 100 to 1 against 
a general strike. 

He said he based his opinion upon his 
confidence in the wisdom of the leaders 
and the conservative element among the 


miners. 


HAD NO HOPE FOR THE DEAD.

CREEDE, Col., May 12.—While delivering 
an address at the funeral of Henry Stump 
to-day the Rev. Mr. Morrison of the Con- 
gregational Church said that he could offer 
no hope for the salvation of his soul, be- 
cause Mr. Stump had not embraced the 
Christian religion. He said he must ac- 
knowledge the irreproachable character, 
honesty, and uprightness of the deceased, 
and the fact that he was noted for charity 
and good works; nevertheless, he could 
entertain no hope for his future. 

The funeral was conducted under the 
auspices of the Knights of Pythias, of 
which order Mr. Stump was _a member. 
Grand Chancellor Mark Woodruff, a 
near friend of the deceased, in an address 
following the minister, rebuked him for 
his expressions.

Charles W. Labagh of Cold Spring Har- 
bor, who since Friday last has been a guest 
of the Hotel St. Andrew, Seventy-second 
Street and Broadway, made a desperate at- 
tempt to end his life yesterday in the home 
of his brother-in-law, Joshua I. Jones, at 
241 West Seventy-first Street. That he did 
not succeed is regarded as remarkable by 
the surgeons of the Roosevelt Hospital, to 
which institution he was/ hurried. What 
Mr. Labagh did was to cut two severe, deep 
gashes in his throat, and then, after a des- 
perate struggle with Mr. Jones, jump from 
a third-story window to the ground. 

It was about 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon 
that Mr. Labagh attempted to kill himself. 
He had gone from the St. Andrew Hotel 
to Mr. Jones's residence, where he and Mr. 
and Mrs. Jones were- joined by Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Hewlett and Miss Louise 
Labagh. Mrs. Hewlett and Miss Labagh 
are Mr. Labagh’'s sisters, The plan of the 
party was to take a drive, and for th's 
purpose a barouche stood at the curb oi 
side Mr. Jones’s residence. 

They had gathered in the hallway and 
were about to leave the house when Mr. 
Labagh turned and remarked that he would 
have to delay them a few moments as he 
wanted to get something up stairs. He 
seemed perfectly rational, and nothing was 
thought of the remark, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones and Mr. and Mrs. Hewlett with Miss 
Labagh repaired to the parlor to await his 
return. After a few minutes Mr. Hewlett 
said he would go up stairs and hurry Mr. 
Labagh. 

On reaching the third floor he was sur- 
prised to hear groans coming from the 
bathroom, and opening the door was 
shocked to find his brother-in-law covered 
with blood that was flowing from the 
gashes in his throat. On the floor and be- 
side the bathtub was the razor with whihc 
he had wounded himseif. No sooner dia 
Labagh distinguish Mr. Hewlett’s features 
than he made a wild dash for him, and 


what was to be the first of two desperate 
struggles between the men was on. 

Mr. Hewlett grasped Labagh, and, while 
holding on to him with all his might, tried 
to pacify him. The soothing words had no 
effect whatever, and Labagh continued to 
make frantic efforts to free himself. La- 
bagh is a pomertss man, and Mr. Hewlett 
soon found his hold on him _ joosening. 
Finally the would-be suicide threw him off 
and dashed into the hallway. 

Here he faced to the north, and, seeing 
the window at the end of the hall was open, 
dashed for it. Mr. Hewlett realized his 
object and overtook and grasped him again 
as Labagh was making ready to fling him- 
self threugh the window. Mr. Hewlett 
fought with all of his might to overpower 
him. Locked in each other's arms, the two 
men swayed to and fro, first the one, then 
the other, having the advantage of the 
contest. Blow after blow Labagh rained on 
Mr. Hewlett, who hung frantically on to 
him as he reached the window sil Once 
at the sill the wounded man, with a terrific 
effort wrenched himself from his brother- 
in-law’s arms, cleared the window, and fell 
to the ground, landing on his back. 

All this time the people in the parlor be- 
low had no idea of what was taking place on 
the third floor, and were greatly terrified 
when Mr. Hewlett, covered with blood and 
nearly fainting from exhaustion, staggered 
into the room. He managed to tell them 
what had happened, and then went out to 
summon a physician. 

In the street he met Policeman Cahill of 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station, who 
sent a hurry call to Roosevelt Hospital for 
an ambulance, which arrived in charge of 
Dr. McKelvey. 

“I found Labagh," said Dr. McKelvey 
last evening, ‘“‘in the basement, covered 
with blood and attended by a physician. 
I did not ask the other doctor what his 
name was, but had the wounded man, who 
I supposed had attempted suicide, placed 
in the ambulance, and started with him as 
fast as I could for the hospital, as I real- 
ized that he was in instant need of sur- 

cal attention. He-was suffering greatly 
rom shock and loss of blood, and was in 
an extremely weak condition. I put clamps 
to to stop the flow of blood. The man 
appeared to be perfectly rational, and when 
I asked him his name and address he 
answered readily. 

“‘At the hospital we found him suffering 
from a contusion of the back and two 
gashes in the neck, neither fatal, one five 
and the other about two inches long. 
Whether he is otherwise injured as a re- 
sult of his fall I do not as yet know. I 
think, though, he has a good chance to 
recover. 

At the St. Andrew, the manager said he 
knew very little about Mr. Labagh, and 
added that he always appeared to be per- 
fectly rational. He had been a guest of 
the hotel once before this Winter the man- 
ager said. 

Mr. Jones's house on Seventy-first Street 
was boarded up last night, and the watch- 
man on the street said the family had left 
the city for the Summer, he understood. 

The struggle between Mr. Hewlett and 
Mr. Labagh was witnessed by the servants 
in the residence of George W. H. Sturgis, 
236 West Seventy-second Street, which is 
directly in the rear of the home of Mr. 
Jones. They were too frightened to sum- 
mon or render assistance, they say. 

Mr. Labagh has been suffering for a year 
from nervous prostration, it is said, and at 
the hotel it was stated that he was attend- 
ed on his trip to this city by a trained 
nurse. He is reputed-to be very wealthy 
and to own a fine home at Cold Spring 
Harbor, where he resides with his father 
and Miss Labagh. He is a bachelor. 


RETREAT FOR WORKING GIRLS. 


Miss Fairfield of New York City Has 
Purchased a Farmhouse in 
Connecticut.

WINSTED, Conn., May 12.—Miss Fair- 
field of New York City, who is promi- 
nently connected with the West Side Set- 
tlement of the Young Women's Christian 
Association in that city, has purchased of 
Town Clerk Jason C. Fenn of Terryville, 
this county, the well-known Fenn home- 
stead, . ated on a summit between Plym- 
outh and Terryville, 900 feet above the sea.

Charles G. Dawes, ex-Controller of the 
Currency, Will Head the Chi- 


cago Institution.

CHICAGO, May 12.—A bank with a capi- 
tal stock of $4,000,000 and a surplus of 
$1,000,000 is soon to, start under the man- 
agement of Charles G. Dawes, who recent- 
Iy retired from the race for the United 
States Senate. The Central Trust Company 
of Illinois is the name adopted. Among 
the incorporators are to be the following: 


Charles Deering of the Deering Harvester 
Company, Max Pam, B. Eckhart. of the 
Eckhart & Swan Milling Company, Frank 
O. Lowden of Lowden & Tabrook, and 
Davis Sigram Stewart of W. M. Hoyt & 
Co., and Charles G. Dawes. 

Over $3,000,000 of the stock has been sub- 
scribed by the incorporators and their as- 
sociates. The President of the bank will be 
Mr. Dawes, ex-Controller of the Currency. 
Not until his retirement from the Senatorial 
race did he decide to become the head of the 
institution. At the same time he received 
a renewal of an offer made some months 
ago to become the President of a $6,000,000 
institution in New York. Mr. Dawes be- 
lieves the local field offers better oppor- 
tunities, 

The new bank proposes to do a general 
banking, trust, and savings business. The 
trust company will be on the scale of such 
business as is conducted in New York. 
New York financia! interests have already 
asked for a large amount of the stock of 
the company. ‘They will be given a consid- 
erable interest. 

The stock will be offered to subscribers 
at $125. This will pay in the capital in 
full and provide the one-million-dollar sur- 
plus. The bank expects to begin business 
about July 1. 


YOUTHFUL BURGLARS’ WORK. 


The Eldest Was Ten, but They Ail Car- 
ried Jimmies and Had Robbed a 
Store When Arrested. 

Louis Morougolo, ten years old, of 128 
Baxter Street; John Battofia, eight years 
old, of 128 Baxter Street, and Joseph Fita- 
pelli, nine years old, of 126 Baxter Street 
were arrested early last night by Detect-

He went 
up and presented himself as a doctor who 
had come to see if the people had been vac- 
cinated. In looking round the rooms on the 
pretext of seeing if there was any dirt in 
the rooms he lifted up a curtain which he 
thought covered a closet, and there he says 
he saw bits, braces, and other parapher- 
nalia piled up. Then he sat down to wait 
for young Joseph, who finally arrived and 
was placed under arrest. The boy is al- 
leged to have admitted the crime, and to 
have implicated the other two boys. 

When the detectives got them they were 
dumfounded by the diminutive size of the 
prisoners, all incredibly small for their age. 

Upon being questioned, the boys are al- 
leged to nave almitted that they entered 
the store on Sunday night. To do this they 
were obliged to walk over twelve roofs, 
from 128 Baxter Street to 178 Centre Street. 
They were provided with jimmies, in true 
grown-up style, and are alleged to have 
pried open the skylight with them.

Strange Case of W. A. Washing- 
ton, Money Lender, Recalled. 


Mysteriously Disappeared, and His Wife 
Unable to Collect His Savings or 
Insurance on His Life. 


All the old residents of the Ninth Ward, 
or Greenwich Village, were familiar with 
the figure of William A. Washington, the 
money changer. 

For twenty years prior to 1895 Washing- 
ton resided at 17 Morton Street, this city. 
He was in 1895 about forty-four years old, 
short of stature, and the typical money 
lender and changer of foreign coin. Every 
day in the year, rain or shine, Washing- 
ton would pass along West Street from 
West Eleventh Street to the Battery, and 
every seaman knew him and awaited his 
coming, and every old sailor after his re- 
turn from a voyage would be confronted 
by Washington and have his foreign money 
exchanged into money of the United States. 

Washington had been often warned of 
the risk he was running in carrying on his 


erson in his satchel from $3,000 to $5,000 
n a neighborhood like West Street, but he 
scorned the danger and always told his 
wife that he had nothing to fear, being al- 
ways armed, 

On April 15, 1885, Washington, as usual, 
left his home, in Morton Street, and bid 
his wife the usual affectionate adieu and 
left orders what she was to prepare for his 
dinner against his return, which was 
usually eve evening at 7 o'clock. His 
wife prepared his dinner. and after waiting 
up for him late that — went to bed, 
thinking that in the morning he would turn 
up all right, but he never returned. 

Advertisements have been inserted in 
the papers, hospitals and morgues have 
been searched, but to no avail and no 
news has ever been heard of Washington, 
and he has dropped out of existence since 
that date, as if the earth had opened 
and swallowed him up. 

Washington had several policies of in- 
surance on his life, amounting to many 
thousands of dollars, in the Equitable Life 
Assurance and other companies and had 
money deposited to his credit in the Lib- 
any National Bank and other banks in this 
city. 

Up to this time nothing could be done by 
the wife to collect whatever was due Wash- 
ington, because she did not know whether 
she was wife or widow. The Equitable Life 
Assurance Society has naturally declined 
to pay Mrs. Washington the policies, be- 
cause she cannot prove her husband is 
dead, and a nice legal question will have to 
be decided by the courts, whether Mr. 
Washington is dead, and if he is dead, just 
when he died, as the question of when the 
policies of the insurance lapsed is but a 
question of days. 

Mrs. Washington, the wife, or as it may 
be, the widow, has through her counsel, 
Thomas H. Smith, a lawyer of 105 West 
Tenth Street, applied to Surrogate Thomas 
asking that letters of administration on the 
estate of her husband be grantey to her. 
Surrogate Thomas has taken the matter 
into consideration, and has referred the 
same to his deputy, Mr. Leary, to take such 
proofs in the matter as to the existence or 
death of Washington, and if from facts the 
roof points to the death of Washington, 
ne will be declared judicially dead by the 
Surrogate, so that his wife or widow. as 
the case may be, will have his estate se- 
questered and divided. These cases are so 
rare when people of means drop out of ex- 
istence that it excites the curiosity of law- 
yers and others, because litigation will un- 
doubtedly follow, and the question of 
whether Washington is dead and just 
when he died will have to be judicially de- 
termined by the Surrogate of New York. 


SENOR PALMA CONFERS

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MR. FORAKER DEFENDS 
THE PHILIPPINE POLICY 


He Replies to the Speechag of 
Democratic Senators. 











This Country Cannot Now Withdraw 
with Honor from the Islands, 
He Declares. 











Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Senator For- 
aker made a speech to-day on the Philip- 
pines Civil Government bill which is re- 
garded by his Republican associates in the 
Senate as a most admirable and _ effective 
reply to the speeches that had come from 
the minority side of the Chamber. It was 
ret so much a. discussion of the bill as of 
the questions of policy which have been 
brought into the debate by the Democratic 
Senators. 

It started with what might be called a 
demonstration of the proposition that the 
United States cannot get out of the Philip- 
pines now, and .that’nobody on earth can 
foretell when withdrawal will become a 
possibility, if this Government's purpose 
is to discharge the obligations it assumed 
when it took the Philippines from Spain. 
In the course of ‘this demonstration Mr. 
Foraker strove to show there was really 
no difference of opinion between Republic- 
ans and Democrats on this point. 

The Democrats, he «aid, did not undertake 
to fix a time when there might be with- 
drawal with honor. They recognized, just 
the same as the Republicans, that obliga- 
tions had been assumed under the treaty 
with Spain which this country could not 
escape. They also recognized that there 
were other obligations just as sacred, 
growing out of the laws of nations and the 
dictates of humanity. They did not pretend 
that the United States could come away 
from the Philippines until all of these 
obligations should have been discharged. 
The only difference between the parties was 
that while the Democrats desired that the 
assurance of ultimate independence should 
be given the Filipinos, the Republicans pre- 
ferred not to make promises that would 


bind nobody and that might never be 
realized. 

From this phase of the discussion Mr. 
Yoraker turned to a consideration of the 
olicy of this country in acquiring the Phil- 
ppines, and of its policy in the subjection 
of the island to American control. In the 
course of this latter part of his speech he 
paid his respects to several of the mi- 
nority Senators. The attention he gave Sen- 
ator Patterson of Colorado was apparently 
Gecidedly- painful to that gentleman. He 
made Mr. Patterson listen to about a dozen 
editorial articles he wrote for his Denver 
oper in which he insisted the United 
Btates was in the Philipnines rightfully, 
end that it must stay there and force the 
tatives into submission. There was a world 
of difference between the views Mr. Patter- 
son expressed in the articles Mr. Foraker 
read and the views he has lately expressed 
in the United States Senate. 


SENATOR FORAKER’S SPEECH. 


He Defines the Government's Policy in 
the Philippines and Compares Edi- 
torials with Speeches. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—In the Senate 
to-day during the consideration of the Phil- 
ippines Government bill Mr. Foraker (Ohio) 
addressed the Senate in support of the 
measure. 

The Ohio Senator said the opponents of 
the measure had given the debate a wide 
range, but it was evident that the real issue 
was not the pending measure, but the policy 
of which it was the exponent. 

‘‘ Until,” said Mr. Foraker, ‘we shall have 
established law and order in theislands,untU 
we ‘have established a stable Government 
there and led those people into the ways of 
light and happiness, it is important that we 
etay there,perhaps even longer than has been 
expected. We will not come away from 
those islands under this Administration. We 
cannot .come away because we will not 
write poltroonery across our forehead and 
because the American people will not per- 
mit’ us to come away.” 

Mr. Foraker pointed out that the United 
States was bound by the treaty of Paris to 
protect all property rights, including the 
Friars, in the holding of about 500,000 acres 
of land in the Philippines. 

Mr. Foraker discussed at length the sub- 
stitute offered by the minority of the Phil- 
ippine Committee, showing that it was 
not such a one as would meet the neces- 
sities of the situation. Continuirig, he said: 
“As the President said a few days ago in 
this city, ‘Our flag will stay put.’ "”’ 

Mr. Hoar (Mass.) interrupted to inquire 
if when ‘all our treaty obligations had been 
fulfilled and a Government had been estab- 
lished in the Philippines we would recognize 
the rights of the Filtpinos to independence. 

“I believe,’ said he, “that the affirma- 
tion of that duty would have prevented this 


war. I ask the Senator, shall we disclaim 
any right or desire to hold the Filipinos in 
subjection? ”’ 

Mr. Foraker said, in his judgment, it 
would be most impolitic for Congress now 
to declare absolutely what the Government 
would do at some future time. 

Mr. Foraker referred to a speech deliy- 
ered by Mr. Tillman last week. The South 
Carolina Senator interrupted to say that 
while he quoted correctly, the spirit of his 
remarks was misinterpreted. 

In @ laughing response, Mr. Foraker said: 
“We all recognize the ability of the Sena- 
tor from South Carolina and his felicity of 
expression, but hardly anybody approves of 
his discretion.’’ [Laughter.] ' 

“The people of South Carolina,”’ suggest- 
ed Mr. Tillman, *‘ seem to approve of it.” 


READS DEMOCRATIC EDITORIALS. 


Mr.’ Foraker read editorials from Demo- 
cratic papers supporting the policy of Pres- 
ident McKinley in 1898-99, and declaring, 
when the war with the Filipinos began, it 
was necessary to suppress the insurrection. 

Referring to the editorials in The Den- 

‘ ver News, of which Senator Patterson is 

1 proprietor, Mr. Foraker said, with keen 
sarcasm: “These editorials do not read 
exactly as the Senator's speeches do now; 
but the time will come when the Senator 
will take greater pride.and pleasure in 
reading the editorials than in reading his 
speeches.” [Laughter.] 

Mr. Foraker said he was reading at great 
length from The Denver News editorials 
because they were the ablest he had found, 
either in Republican or Democratic papers, 
flaughter,] and he desired to embalm them 
for all time in The Congressional Record. 
[Renewed laughter.] 

The opening sentence of one of the editor- 
ials was: ‘‘ There is only one thing to do, 
and that is to knock peace into Aguinaldo.” 

Mr. Spooner inquired, ironically, if Provi- 
dénce figured in. the editorial.

agery "—China. That, as I understand it, 
\ was an assault upon Chaffee. 

“The assault extends,’’ continued he, 
“from the commanding General to the 
humblest private soldier.” 

He reviewed in vivid language the out- 
rages committed by the Filipinos upon the 
American troops. Referring to the order 
of.Gen. Smith he said: “I don’t. believe 
that he made such an order as he is re- 
ported to have issued, or, if he did, there is 
a light to be shed upon it which we have

Our army, he said, has shown a humanity 
under provocation never surpassed by an 
other army in the history of the world.

ROCHAMBEAU MONUMENT. 


Plans for the Dedication Ceremonies— 
The Gaulois Expected Here 
May 20. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Peirce, Chairman of the Committee 
on Arrangements for the Rochambeau 
Statue dedication, has made public a de- 
tailed programme of. ceremonies and a full 
itinerary of the movements of' the French 
visitors. 

On Tuesday, May 320,a vessel of the North 
Atlantic Squadron will meet the Gaulois off 
the €apes and convoy her in to Hampton 
Roads, to be met by the. remainder of the 
squadron, which will escort her to An- 
napolis. Here on Wednesday the President's 
commission will formally welcome the 
French mission to the United States. ‘The 
Count and Countess de Rochambeau and 
the civil members of the French mission, 
who are coming on the Touraine, are ex- 
pected to reach Washington on the same 
day. 

On Thursday, May 22, the French mission 
and the President's commission will come 
to Washington from Annapolis and proceed 


under cavalry escort to the White House, 
where the French Ambassador, M. Cambon, 
and his staff, the Count and Countess de 
Rochambeau and Count Sahune de La Fay- 
ette will join the party. The foregoing is 
expected to occupy until noon, and the aft- 
ernoon will be taken up in official calls, a 
trip to Mount Vernon, and at night a dinner 
will be given by the President. 

On Friday, May 23, the French party, ac- 
companied by the President’s commission, 
will go to Annapolis and board the Gaulois. 
The President and party will go to Annap- 
olis the same day and take lunch aboard 
the Gaulois, and that night the entire party 
will return to Washington. ’ 

On Saturday, May 24, the unveiling cere- 
monies will take place, after which the 
troops particiPating will pass in review be- 
fore the President. Later the visitors will 
visit the Capitol and the Congressional Li- 
brary, and in the evening a dinner will be 
given at the French Embassy. The greater 
portion of Sunday, May 25, will be devoted 
to rest and religious services at the Em- 
bassy and drives about the city, and at 7 
o'clock P. M. the French mission will leave 
for Niagara and West Point, and the Gau- 
lois will leave Annapolis for New York. 

Monday, May 26, will be spent at Niagara, 
and at 4 o'clock the party will leave for 
West Point, arriving there on Tuesday, 
where two hours will be spent in observa- 
tion, and then the Dolphin will take the 
party to New York, where a military escort 
will accompany them to the City Hall to 
greet the Mayor. 

On Wednesday, May 28, the party will 
visit Gen. Grant’s tomb, attend a breakfast 
tendered by the Mayor, followed by a re- 
ception on the Gaulois and a dinner by 
members of the French Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Thursday, May 29, the party will be en- 
tertained at lunch by Whitelaw Reid and 
will dine with the Friendly Sons of St. Pat- 
rick, leaving that night for Newport, where 
they will meet the Gaulois and decorate 
Admiral de Terney’s grave on the following 
Gay. They will arrive in Boston on Satur- 
day, May 31, and spend that day in visits 
to the Governor and city officials and to 
Harvard University, and on Sunday, June 
1, the delegation will sail on the Gaulois 
for France. 


































AN UNUSUAL PENSION FRAUD. 


A Man Wounded While in the Confeder- 
ate Army Asks Relief.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—An_ unusual 
pension fraud has just come to the notice 
of the Pension Bureau officials.

THREE WINNERS AT ODDS ON 


Ada Nay, from J. B. Haggin’s Stable, 
Furnished the One Surprise by 
Beating J. E. Madden's Filly. 


Though the popular favorites won five of 
the six races at the Morris Park track yes- 
terday, an exceptionally large crowd of 
turf patrons made the homeward journey 
in anything but a satisfied frame of mind.

GANS KNOCKS OUT ERNE. 


Negro Pugilist Wins the Fight at Fort 
Erie in Two Rounds. 


FORT ERIE, Ont., May 12.—Joe Gans, the 
negro lightweight pugilist of Baltimore, de- 
feated Frank Erne of Buffalo to-night in 
the second round of what was to have been 
a fight of twenty rounds. The sudden ter- 
mination of the combat threw the sporting 
crowd into temporary consternation, for the 
men had hardly got warmed up to the fray 
before Erne was down and out. A large 
crowd of sporting men from New York, 
Boston, Buffalo, Baltimore, and different 
Canadian towns saw the fight. The Hmit 
weight was 136 pounds. Gans weighed in at 
133% pounds and Erne at 132% pounds. 

The time of the fatal second round to 
Erne was one minute and forty seconds, 
Gans had the advantage in the first round. 
In the second Gans, while warily looking 
for an opening, caught Erne off his guard, 
giving the negro a chance to land his right 
on the ear. It was a deciding blow, al- 
though Gans hardly believed it at first. 
Erne at once started to spar somewhat 
wildiy and in return Gans sent out his left 
hand, which broke down Erne’s guard. A 
second later Gans followed up his advan- 
tage by a blow on the jaw. This was the 
culmination of the series of fierce blows 
which had been showered on him by Gans, 
and Erne fell to the floor in a heap. As the 
referee, Charley White, counted him out 
Erne rolled over on his stomach. 

The consensus of opinion by the experts 
at the ring was that the fight was alto- 
gether too short to successfully determine 
the superiority of either man with the small 
gloves.

BOYCOTT BY EAST SIDE 


Retail Stores Attacked and Forced 
to Close. 


Wholesalers Refuse to Lower Prices— 
Jewish Residents Adopt Diet of 
Dairy Produce, Delicatessen, 
and Vegetables. 


The boycott on beef by the Jewish resi- 
dents of the east side, in sympathy with 
the butchers of that race who are fighting 
the wholesalers, in keeping their shops 
closed until the price of the kosher meat 
is reduced, assumed larger proportions yes- 
terday when it was announced that the 
boycott had spread to all the boroughs. 
Brooklyn and Newark, which contain many 
Jewish inhabitants, have to a great extent 
Joined the movement. It is further expect- 
ed that to-day all the butchers’ shops of 
the east side dealing in this kind of meat 
Will be closed and the inhabitants, estimat- 
ed at a quarter million of people, take to a 
diet of milk, eggs, and vegetables, in or- 
der to bring the wholesalerg to terms. 

From the present outlook and the prog- 
ress made yesterday by the head officials 
of the Hebrew Retail Butchers’ Association 
toward effecting some compromise with 
the wholesalers, the indication is that the 
diet they have adopted will continue to be 
their nourishment indefinitely, if they de- 
cide to continue it. 

Not a butcher's shop dealing in the 
kosher meat only was open yesterday. 
There are one thousand or more of them 
in this section, and about fifty butchers 
of other races interspersed, some of whom, 
according to the Loycotters, profess to sell 
the real kosher-killed beef. About 350 of 
the butchers who had closed their places 
went to the establishment of the United 
Dressed Beef Company, at Forty-fourth 
Street and First Avenue, yesterday after- 
noon, headed by Joseph Goldman, the 
President of the Butchers’ Association. 
Representatives of the United Dressed Beef 
Company, Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, M. 
Meyer & Son, and other firms which sell 
largely to the east side butchers were 
present at the conference. Representing 
the wholesalers were Frederick Joseph of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, Isaac Blu- 
menthal, President of the United Dressed 
Beef Company, and Mr. Meyer, senior 
member of the firm of M. Meyer & Son. 

An effort, it was understood, was made 


by the retailers to have representatives at 
their meeting which will take place this 
afternoon in New Irving Hall, on Broome 
Street, but the wholesalers would not 
agree to this proposition, preferring to 
give their answer at once. This was that 
the price of beef could not be lowered by 
them, and if the butchers desired to get at 
the cause of the advance in price they 
would have’to go to the West and try and 
reduce the price of live cattle there. 

Mr. Blumenthal said after the meeting 
that the boycotters seemed possessed of 
the idea that the wholesalers could bring 
about the change in the law regardin 
Sunday closing. The wholesalers told them, 
said Mr. Blumenthal, that undoubtedly the 
law was unfair, that they had their sym- 
pathy, but that the wholesalers were pow- 
erless to overcome it. 

Mr. Sulzberger-said that ’there was no 
chance of a settlement being reached be- 
tween his firm and the boycotters on the 
basis of a reduction in price. 

7 It makes no difference to us what- 
ever,’ he said. “If the butchers do not 
reguire the meat then we will not be 
obliged to ship so many cattle. If they 
want to reduce the price they will have to 
+4 out West and try to do it. We cannot 

elp them in any way."’

Although the wholesalers refused to 
send any representatives to the meeting to- 
day, the smaller concerns may be repre- 
rented. 

There were several disturbances yester- 
day on-the east side. In some eases the 
police had to disperse the boycotters who 
in large numbers visited several of the 
smail butchers’ shops doing business and 
forced them to close. A number of places 
in Ninth and Tenth Streets between Ave- 
nues B and C were the first to receive the 
attention of the boycotters and their sym- 
pathizers early in the morning. Stones 
were thrown at the doors, and in one place 
water was poured in pailfuls into the 
store, till the proprietor decided to close. 
As early as 6 o'clock the boycotting butch- 
ers began to assemble in crowds, and they 
journeyed from place to place. Many of 
the butchers doing business did not know 
of the general movement to close, and upon 
hearing of it soon bolted their doors. 

The Union Beef Company, with offices at 
316 Houston Street, which concern con- 
trols fifteen of the largest butchers’ stores 
in the lower east side, retailers of both 
kosher and Western beef, were petitioned 
by the members of the Butchers’ Associa- 
tion to close, and the firm decided to do so 
yesterday afternoon. All their places, ac- 
cording to E. Guckenheimer, the Presi- 
dent, will close to-day and will remain so 
till the affair has reached a settlement. A 
few of their stores were among those at- 
tacked earlier in the day. 

As a result of the determination of the 
east side residents to abstain from beef, 
poultry there has increased in price from 
2 to 3 cents per pound. The delicatessen 
stores are doing an enormous business. 

According to the wholesalers, the inhab- 
itants of this section of the city consume 
on an average 600,000 pounds of kosher 
beef per week. The lowest price during 
the last ten years has been 6% cents and 
the highest price up to a year ago 9 cents. 
The present price ranges from 10% to 114 
cents per pound. This retails from 16 to 
18 cents. Counting the waste the retailers 
maintain that there is no profit. The re- 
ligious and civil laws which force them to 
close both on Saturday and Sunday also 
diminish their chance of profit. for on Sat- 
urday the other butchers take away all 
their business, they say. 

The Brooklyn shops which have joined in 
the boycott are in the mafority located in 
and about Moore and Sigel Streets and Man- 
hattan and Graham Avenues. All the whole- 
salers report a great falling off in orders 
for the kosher beef for the past few days. 
The butchers up town are expected to join 
the movement to-day, and many of the 
boycotters yesterday visited their places 
urging them to support the effort to force 
the wholesaler to satisfactory terms. 

There are several lurge siaughter houses 
in New York which deal largely in the 
| kosher beef. According to the religious 
custom of the orthodox Jews the cattle 
must be-killed by the knife instead of be- 
ing felled. Each one of these slaughter 
houses has a representative appointed by 
the chief rabbi to tnspect the cattle and 
see that they are free from disease. Only 
the forequarters of the animal from the 
first four ribs are eaten, The same custom 
is required in the killing of poultry. 





THE LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 


Board of Governors Appeals to the Pub- 
lic for Assistance. 

The Board of Governors of the Society of 
the Lying-in Hospital has circulated an 
appeal to the public for assistance. The 
Lying-in Hospital, which ts said to be un- 
equaled of its kind in design and equip- 
ment, was erected through the generosity 
of J. Pierpont Morgan. The building with 
its equipment represents an outlay of 
$1,000,000. It occupies the entire front of the 
block on Second Avenue, between Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Streets, and also 
maintains at 314 Broome Street a sub-sta- 
tion which is open day and night for the 
examination of outdoor patients, 

The institution is not endowed. Its act- 
ual income from investments is a little 


over py a year. It-receives from the 
city $12,000 a year, and it expects from 


students’ fees and other sources of income 
about $5,000 a year, making a maximum 
total of $30,000 a year. The bullding was 
opened three months ago, and only one- 
third of the capacity of the hospital is in 


use, owing to the limited income of the 
society. n fact, it is estimated that the 
expense of operating one-third of the build- 
ing will entail an annual expense of $90,- 
000, This will leave a deficit, therefore, of 
$60,000, for which the society must depend 
upon the public. There are at the present 
time 68 women patients in the hospital. 
The number of patients applying to the 
hospital for care in childbirth during the 
past year was 3,757, which, it is-said, indi- 
cates the necessity of such an institution.

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MORRIS PARK TRACK RUMORS.

Rumors which have been current lately 
to the effect that the Morris Park race 
track has been purchased by the New York 
and Port Chester Railroad Company were 
revived yesterday in real estate circles, 
only to be met by noncommittal statements 
on the part of the prospective buyers and 
sellers in such a transaction. 

Both D. H. Morris and William C. Got- 
shall, President of the New York and Port 
Chester Railroad Company, were seen yes- 
terday in the offices of the latter corpora- 
tion, but neither of them would make any 
definite reply to questions relative to the 
reported deal. It is said that the transac- 
tion will not affect the entire race track 
property, but will invoive simply the sale 
of a right of way through it to the railroad 
company—but whether this is a fact neith- 
er Mr. Gotshal! nor Mr. Morris would say. 

The Morris Park property consists of 
about 300 acres, and the route of the Port 
Chester Railroad, as now Jaid out, will pass 
directly through it, rendering it no longer 
available for its present uses. The lease 
of the track to the Westchester Racing 
Association will not expire until the end of 
the season of 1908.

Railroad was reported last week, went on 
record yesterday, The property 
nearly sixty-six acres, beginning at the 
northwest corner of Morris Park Avenue 
and the West Farms Road.

Customs Authorities Investigating Al- 
leged Picture by Murillo. 

The Customs Service will investigate the 
importance of the picture, alleged to be a 
genuine Murillo, that was presented to 
Patrick F. Sheedy recently as a legacy from 
Adam Worth, for whom Mr. Sheedy nego- 
tiated the return of the stolen picture of 
the Duchess of Devonshire by Gainsborough 
last year. 

Mr. Sheedy appeared before Collector 
Stranahan on Saturday, in the presence of 
Charles H. Traitteur, representing the law 
division of the Customs Service. He told 
the Collector that he did not know the 
name of the friend of Worth's who had 
given the picture to him or his present 
whereabouts. He also professed entire 
ignorance as to the importation of the 
picture, which he agreed to hold. subject to 
the call of the Collector, pending a com- 
plete investigation. 

The Collector probably will ask for an in- 
formal appraisement of the picture, as a 
first step in this investigation, and if the 
Appraiser’s returns show it to be as val- 
uable as has been suggested, and as it is 
understood Adam Worth believed it to be, 
there will be a formal detention of the 
picture and other proceedings. The burden 
of proof will rest with the Custom Office 
in such proceedings. The picture is sup- 
posed to have been cut from a large one. 
It represents a single female figure, in a 
posture of supplication. It was said to 
have been stolen from a convent in Mexico 
and to have been in Adam Worth's posses- 
sion in London for a long time.

A SERMON INTERRUPTED 


Treasurer of a Newark Church 
Takes Issue with Pastor. 


The Latter Retorts by Calling Parish- 
ioner a Jew, Amid General Uproar— 
History of a Squabble. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 12.—The Rev. E. O. 
McFarland, pastor of Bethany Church, was 
preaching last night when he was inter- 
rupted by Joseph M. Hauber, Treasurer of 


the church, who took exception to some of | 


the minister's remarks. A heated discus- 
sion ensued. The pastor was preaching 
on the subject of having a purpose in life. 

“You are here to do as you should do 
for the cause,’’ he sald, speaking of the 
duty of the congregation, ‘“‘and I am here 
to do the right thing for the community. 
I am here to stay.” 

He said it was a parson’s duty to go 
ahead and do as he saw fit regardless of 
what comments might be made on the 
matter. 

When the minister said this, Mr. Ha‘iber, 
who occupied a seat well up in front of the 
church, stood up and said, loud enough to 
be heard in all parts of the edific:: 

““We are not here for any discussion." 

“That's what you would expect from a 
Jew,’ is the retort attributed to the min- 
ister. 

“Shame! Shame!” called out some one, 
said to be George Lingerman, a prominent 
member of the congregation. 

“I called this brother a name,’’ said the 
pastor, taking a step forward. I married 


this brother, and I got the record of his : 


father and mother. The name is that of 
a Jew.” 

‘* You know what's before you,’’ retorted 
Mr. Hauber. Frederick Hess, a mild-man- 
nered young man, who is a leading worker 
in the Sunday School, offered a motion 
that the meeting adjourn. 

“This Is my meeting, and not your's,” 
the pastor is alleged to have answered. 
* And any one who feels like it can go out.” 
No one went. 

Then the minister went on to say some- 
thing about it being a display of bad man- 
ners to interrupt a religious service, but 
his words were lost in the general hum <«f 
comment and the shifting of seats by those 
in the rear who moved up forward to hear 
better. They were disappointed, as the 
minister gave out the closing hymn and the 
service broke up. The congregation 
gathered in two groups, many of them 
crcewded around the pastor, while the others 
went out with Mr. Hauber and Mr. Linger- 
man. But comparatively few of the con- 
gregation seemed to know what the row 
was all about. 

The pastor to-day talked freely of the 
matter. He said last night's event wes 
the culmination of a series of annovances 
to which he had been subjected. He averred 
that he was doing well with the church, and 
the sympathy of the larger part of the con- 

regation was with him. He said that Mr. 

auber and others had taken steps to an- 
noy him, and added further that it was a!! 
because he wanted to conduct the church 
as it should go. He had taken interest in 
the Sunday school, and wanted it rua ac- 
cording to his ideas, but this did not suit 
some of the congregation. 

“He denied that he is a Jew,’ said the 
minister referring to Mr. Hauber, ‘‘and I 
know that he is one. I told him it was an 
honor to be a Jew, but it was not honorable 
to deny it.”’ 

Mr. Hauber said to-day he had simply 
taken exception to a remark from the pul- 
pit, and the pastor had called him a name, 
and he did not care to discuss the matter 
in public, but would probably do so in 
church meeting. 

The Rev. Mr. McFarland has been pastor 
of the Bethany Church for the last ten 

ears. It was started as a mission of the 

irst Presbyterian Church, and the First 
Chureh still pays or guarantees a portion 
of the minister’s salary.

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THE RELIEF OF MARTINIQUE. 


President RoosEVELT has not over- 
stated the duty of this country in rec- 
ommending that half a million dollars 
be appropriated by Congress and made 
immediately available for the relief of 
the homeless and starving people of 
Martinique and St. Vincent. The appro- 
priation of $100,000 provided in the Sen- 
ate bill should be promptly increased to 
the sum recommended by the Presi- 
dent. 


The measures taken for relief must be 
in proportion to the extent of the calam- 
fity, which transcends any similar de- 
structive visitation in human experience. 
It is difficult for the imagination to pict- 
ure forth the awful consequences of 
these volcanic eruptions. Except by sub- 
mergence beneath the waters of the sea 
no disaster that can befall a community 
can be so completely destructive of hu- 
man life and all forms of property as 
that which has now befallen St. Pierre. 
We read that money and securities were 
recovered intact from the vaults of a 
bank in the doomed city. This is the 
merest mockery of salvage, since the 
owners of these evidences of property 
, were overwhelmed in the storm of fire. 
There are instances innumerable where 
the dwellings and business buildings of 
a town have been practically all de- 
stroyed by fire or where enormous loss 
has been caused by flood, as in the case 
of Galveston. Yet the work of recreation 
begins at once and in an astonishingly 
short time a new and finer town springs 
up from the ruins of the old. In Marti- 
nique not only the buildings but the land 
values and absolutely all the business of 
the city have been wiped out by the 
agencies that destroyed the lives of the 
owners. Of the $100,000,000 valuation of 
which the city boasted scarcely a vestige 
remains. That St. Pierre should be re- 
built upon a site buried ashes and 
under the ever-present menace of Mont 
Pelée is a conjecture rather too improb- 
able to be entertained. 


The destruction of the destroys 
the chief market and takes away the 
means of livelihood of any surviving 
tillers of the soil in that part of Marti- 
nique. But in addition to that their crops 
have been ruined and their lIfve stock 
killed by the terrible heat, and it would 
appear also that over a large area the 
storm of ashes has made the soil untilla- 
ble. Every surviving man, woman, and 
child of the rural population in the re- 
gions affected by the destructive forces 
of the volcano is in need of prompt re- 
lief, which must be extended over a con- 
siderable period. Even in Martinique, 
where the conditions of life are not hard, 
the head of a family whose possessions, 
including land, have been suddenly de- 
stroyed or made worthless would find it 
difficult to turn his hand at once to a 
bread-winning occupation. In the fsland 
of St. Vincent there has also been a 
great loss of life and property, and it is 
possible that the work of destruction 
there is still going on.

Consul AyME of Guadeloupe advises the 
Secretary of State that 50,000 persons 
are homeless and hungry. Even at 10 
cents a day the cost of sustenance for 
these people would in less than three 
weeks exhaust the appropriation of $100,- 
000 proposed in the Senate bill. This 
merely gives a measure of the need and 
of the world’s duty to meet it. In Marti- 
nique and St. Vincent together it is prob- 
able that there will be more than 50,000 
mouths to feed. The time of their’ need 
will in no case be short and in many 
cases may be indefinitely prolonged. All 
the great nations, all the rich peoples 
of the earth, are under the obligation of 
common humanity to relieve this distress 
and prevent so far as possible the addi- 
tion of the horrors of starvation to the 
horrors of the volcano. 


The organization. of prompt relief is 
embarrassed somewhat by the lack of 
great markets in the West Indies. Cuba, 
Jamaica, Barbados, and the chain of 
islands of which the two now under af- 
fliction form a part are not storehouses 
of provisions far beyond the immediate 
needs of their people. San Juan de Porto 
Rico is perhaps the best near-by market. 
It is evident that great quantities of 
stores must be sent from New York and 
our nearer Southern ports. To the ‘gen- 
erous offering of the Government pri- 
vate gifts must be added. The Chamber 
of Commerce is to hold a meeting on 
Whdnesday to take measures for raising 
funds. The response to its appeal should 
be generous and prompt. No appeal has 


ever been made"“to a humane people in | 


which the need was so urgent and the 
number of lives imperiled so great. 


“CRUELTY” IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

It is very gratifying to know that the 
curiosity in Washington is so keen about 
the Secretary of War's reply to the Sen- 
ate resolution of inquiry concerning the 
alleged orders of Gen. BELL and Gen. 
SMITH in the Philippines. The reply 
(Senate Document No. 347) has been in 
such request that the edition has been 
exhausted and an additional edition or- 
dered. In preparing the document the 
Secretary has performed a service to 
his country of the same kind that Dr. 
CONAN DOYLE has performed by investi- 
gating and publishing for gratuitous dis- 
tribution, or distribution at cost, the re- 
sults of his investigation of such 
charges against the British Army as 
were susceptible of refutation. It seems 
to be a duty for every American whose 
business or whose pleasure it may be to 
express opinions upon the conduct of the 
army to study this exposition. 

The showing which Mr. Root is able 
to make is that the procedures of the 
army to which exception has been taken, 
in Congress or elsewhere, have all been 
strictly conformed to the famous order 
No. 100 drawn by Francis LIEBER.and 
promulgated by President Lincotn in 
1863. And this order is, so to speak, a 
classic of its kind. It has been recog- 
nized by such authorities as Prof. 
BLUNTSCHLITz of Heidelberg as the ap- 
plication to war of the highest princi- 
ples of modern civilization, granting the 
existence of war at all. Says the Ger- 
man publicist: “ Everywhere reigns in 
this body of laws the spirit of humanity, 
which spirit recognizes as fellow-beings 
with lawful rights our very enemies, and 
which forbids our visiting upon them 
unnecessary injury, cruelty, or destruc- 
tion. But at the same time our legisla- 
tor remains fully aware that in time of 
war it is absolutely necessary to pro- 
vide for the safety of armies and the 
successful conduct of a campaign.” 

If, then, military procedures brought 
into question can be shown to be within 
the letter and spirit of this famous or- 
der, ii may safely be assumed that they 
are well within the recognized laws and 
usages of war, however drastic they may 
be. To kill a wounded enemy js, upon the 
face of it, about as ugly a thing as a 
civilized man can do. Yet we believe it 
is not denied that the field of Omdurman 
was swept with fire after the battle. And 
this because it had been proved that if 
the wounded enemy was not killed he 
would do his best to kill the’ man at- 
tempting his succor. 

This is an extreme case, but it shows 
that each case must be judged by itself, 
and that before condemning an officer 
for what may seem to be inhumane it is 
necessary to know the circumstances un- 
der and in view of which he took his ac- 
tion. This is. strongly put by Gen. 
CHAFFEE, in his dispatch of March 25, 
quoted in the document in question: 


with the people, a 
knowledge of their methods and senti- 
ments, a personal acquaintance with the 
terrain, and what may be done by an ene- 
my, as by troops, are all essential to deter- 
mine what should be done before condemn- 
ing what has been done. It is also neces- 
sary that some other method be suggested 
and positive proof submitted that, had it 
been followed, more success correspond- 
ingly would have followed its adoption than

- has been secured by the present course. 


Now, the orders of Gen. BELL, which 
were the leading subject of the Senate’s 
inquiry, were avowedly based upon the 
famous Order No. 100. Gen. BELL says: 
“The brigade commander has reluctant- 
ly concluded it to be absolutely neces- 
sary to avail himself of the right of re- 
taliation, under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 59 and 148, whenever the duly and 
carefully ascertained conditions and cir- 
cumstances warrant the same under the 
restrictions prescribed in Section 28,” 

It will be instructive to quote the sec- 
tions thus referred to. No. 28, which is 
the restrictive and cautionary section, 


reads: 


Retaliation will never be resorted to as a 
measure of mere revenge, but only as a 
means of a retribution, and, more- 
over, cautiously and unavoidably; that is 
to say, retaliation shall only be resorted to 
after careful inquiry into the real occur- 
rence and the character of the misdeeds 
that may demand retribution. 


This caution Gen. BELL impressed upon 
his subordinates even while he was au- 
thorizing them to put the drastic sec- 
tions into effect: 


50. A prisoner of war remains answer- 
able for his crimes committed against the 
captor’s army or people, committed before 
he was captured, and for which he has not 
been punished by his own authorities. 

148. The law of war does not allow pro- 
claiming either an individual belonging to 
the hostile army or a citizen or subject of 
the hostile Government an outlaw, who 
may be slain without trial by any captor, 
uny more than the modern law of peace 
allows such intentional outlawry; on the 
contrary, it abhors such outrage. The 
sternest retaliation should follow the mur- 
der committed in consequence of such proc- 
lamation, made by whatever authority. 
Civilized nations look with horror upon 
offers of rewards for the assassination of 
enemies as relapses into barbarism. 


Gen. Be.u's orders to his subordinates 
were strictly founded upon these and 
other provisions of the general order to 
which he called their attention. It is 
not, we believe, contended that any of 
them went beyond these carefully guard- 
ed orders. Nor can it be contended that 
the orders went a whit beyond the stand- 
ard definition, in LIEBER’s order, of the 
rights and usages of war, as laid down 
for the guidance of the armies of the 
United States. 


And it is necessary to bear in mind 
Gen. CHAFFEP’s admonition that who- 
ever objects to the actual conduct of a 
campaign is bound to show that some 
other conduct would have succeeded bet- 
ter. As to the effect of Gen. BELL’s or- 
der there can be no question. It was is- 
sued Dec. 138, after a campaign against 
a treacherous and faithless enemy had 
been dragging on for many months. On 
the 16th of the following April Gen. 
CHAFFEE was enabled to report to Wash- 


ington: 


Unconditional surrender Malvar so-aay to 
Brig. Gen. J. FRANKLIN BELL. Organized 
armed resistance to United States terminat- 
ed Department North Philippines. 


Senator CARMACK, the other day in the 
Senate, did himself honor by publicly re- 
tracting the chéracterization which he 
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had made on the previous day of both 
Gen. CHAFFEE and Gen. BELL as “ butch- 
ers.” A similar honor is within the 
reach of many statesmen and publicists 
who have not as yet made haste to grasp 
it. It is in such a showing as this, and 
not in the reckless and intemperate lan- 
guage attributed to Gen. Smiru, that the 
policy of the army in the Philippines is 
to be found. 


DIRIGIBLE BALLOONING. 


M. SANTOs-DuMmonT found his visit to 
this country extremely unsatisfactory, 
and he left it greatly disappointed and 
not a little disgusted by reason of the 
fact that our people persisted in regard- 
ing him as a showman and not as a 
pioneer in useful progress toward the 
practical in aerial navigation. That he 
takes himself much too seriously is evi- 
dent. He has been an excitement in 
Paris, but the most he could expect here 
was to secure engagement as an adjunct 
to a circus or an attraction at an expo- 
sition, in which capacity it would be un- 
derstood that he was ready to risk his 
life for éclat—and profit. No one was 
willing to finance for a million dollars 
his plan for an airship to cross the At- 
lantic in record time and carry a hun- 
dred passengers, but he has not given up 
the idea. He has sold his balloon now 
in London to an American syndicate, 
and will soon return to essay flights 
from Coney Island around the statue of 
Liberty and back to the starting place. 
It is quite possible that under favorable 
conditions he can do this; but his plans 
of popularizing aerial navigation are 
likely to be discouraged by the mishap 
to SEVERO’s airship, La Paix, in Paris 
on Sunday, when the balloon exploded 
and two aeronauts were killed. 

The dirigible balloon is, and must al- 
ways remain, a fair-weather toy, of no 
practical value for purposes of trans- 
portation and impossible of profitable 
utilization. SEVERO'’s apparatus was 
probably as good as any combination of 
hydrogen in a bag and gasoline in tanks 
could be. With a gas capacity four times 
as great as the largest airship SANTos- 
DumonT has thus far built, it had a 
theoretical buoyancy equal to lifting 
three people, but practically could carry 
only two. The reason for this is proba- 
bly found in the fact that his engines 
were heavier and more powerful with a 
view to more effective propulsion and 
more certain control. The fate of Sr- 
VERO awaits every adventurous aeronaut 
who tries to sail a balloon against the 
wind. SantTos-DuMonT has thus far es- 
caped it, rather by good luck than by 
good management, but he has had more 
than one “close call,” and his ambition 
to accomplish the impossible is more 
creditable to his courage than to his dis- 
cretion. Meanwhile, he remains in the 
showman class, and his claim to recog- 
nition as a scientist will not be likely to 
receive even posthumous recognition. 


INFORMATION WANTED. 


There is one very general need of in- 
telligent travelers which the railroad 
managers of this country too often 
neglect, and which they might stimulate 
and satisfy with profit to their roads 
and to the travelers. It is the need of in- 
teresting information as to the country 
traversed by tourists. 

Almost every one who takes a long 
journey by rail passes through a country 
with which he is but imperfectly ac- 
quainted, if at all, and as to which he 
would be glad to learn, if he could do so 
with comfort and convenience. If he 
travels, as on long journeys he is pretty 
apt to, in an express train of parlor and 
sleeping cars, duly vestibuled, he may 
traverse hundreds of miles and learn no 
more about the country than he can see 
from the windows or get from the time 
table and the scant map accompanying 
it, the map being apt to give him the im- 
pression that the thing of chief impor- 
tance in the land is the road he is on, 
and that this is the only road in the re- 
gion. He will hear the principal stop- 
ping places announced, and at some of 
them he will be able to stretch his legs 
for a few moments. He may catch a 
glimpse of the names of the stations at 
which the train does not stop. But be- 
yond these sources of information there 
is little available unless he has prepared 
himself with hand books beforehand. 
Now a very large proportion of the trav- 
elers on such trains are tourists, either 
from other countries or from distant 
parts of the same country, and curiosity 
more or less intelligent exists generally 
among them. If more companies, espe- 
cially in the East and South, would 
supply them with easy means of satisfy. 
ing that curiosity, increase of appetite 
would grow with what it feeds upon, and 
a very considerable attraction would be 
added to railway journeys. 

The first essential is a good map or 
small collection of maps. There should 
be one map that would give fairly clear- 
ly the general country showing the rela- 
,tions of the route traversed to the rest 
of the Union, or at least to the larger 
section in which it lies. Then there might 
be smaller maps showing the several 
States or minor groups of States, with 
the cities, the towns of interest, and the 
elevations on a reasonable scale. All 
these could be included, without folding, 
in a pamphlet of a size convenient for 
the pocket. In this pamphlet could be 
given in compact form letter-press 
showing special points of interest in the 
history, the scenery, the industries, and 
products, and brief statistics of popula- 
tion. Genuine guide books of this sort 
could be provided at a very ‘moderate 
cost for free use while on board the 
train, as is now done with the illustrat- 
ed papers, and they could be sold in 
large numbers to passengers, especially 
if the price were kept within moderate 
relation to the cost, so that the entire 
expense could be returned and the road 
secure a valuable amount of advertising. 


~ 
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It is needless to say that the work on 
these guide books should be carefully 
and accurately done and that they 
should be made entirely trustworthy and 
as interesting in manner and matter as 
possible. On these conditions there is a 
larger field for profitable cultivation 
than has yet been tilled. 

In addition to this plan and for the 
purpose of carrying it out successfully, 
there should be devised some method of 
informing the passenger at what point 
he is on the road. This could easily be 
done by a simple contrivance for an- 
nouncing at each end of each car the 
neime of the next station of any impor- 
tance, whether the train stopped there or 
not, with the distance from the termini 
of the road. An apparatus for this pur- 
pose could readily be worked either by 
the attendant on each car or from the 
engine. As it is now, the passenger by a 
“limited train’ is left in total ignor- 
ance of his whereabouts, so far as the 
information furnished on the train is 
concerned, except for the announcement 
of the few large towns at which stops 
are made. He is indeed more favorably 
situated in this regard when he travels 
in the “common” car on a way train. 
There does not seem to be any need that 
in gaining time and comfort his rational 
curiosity should be neglected. We sug- 
gest to the great through lines the crea- 
tion of a bureau for the satisfaction and 
cultivation of travelers’ curiosity. In in- 
telligent hands it would be a paying 
thing. 


At the recent meeting of the Institu- 
tion of Naval Architects Mr. W. Lairp 
CLOWES made some interesting state- 
ments respecting the influence of wire- 
less telegraphy upon naval operations, 
which furnish food for thought. He 
claimed that for reasons which would 
be readily understood the offensive value 
of speed had been doubled, and perhaps 
trebled, by wireless telegraphy. Given a 
system of. message transmission inde- 
pendent of metallic conductors applica- 
ble over long distances at sea, and naval 
strategy might almost become an exact 
science. In this use, however, the lofty 
spars favored by MARcoNI are impracti- 
cable. They could not be carried by any 
vessel in heavy weather, nor by small 
craft, such as torpedo boats, in any 
weather. If it should be established by 
experience that great elevations are nec- 
essary the speaker thought they might 
be attained by kites, and he believed 
that a kite equipment in connection with 
the necessary plant of receivers and 
transmitters should form a part of the 
outfit of every naval vessel. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— There is considerable likelihood that 
the volcanic eruption in St. Vincent has de- 
stroyed the few last survivors of the race 
which peopled the Antilles, large and small, 
when the Spaniards found them. In the 
other islands the Caribs melted like snow 
after the whites arrived. War that was no 
better than murder and slavery mitigated 
by no gleam of human kindness made an 
end of them in a few years, and their suc- 
cessors did not allow thetr memory to sur- 
vive even in the shape of geographical 
names, In St. Vincent, where the Span- 
iards never thought it worth while to es- 
tablish themselves, the natives profited by 
a beneficent neglect, and when the English 
took possession of the island well along in 
the seventeenth century the Carib popula- 
tion was still numerous. Cold-blooded 
Slaughter was then going out of fashion, 
and, as thé Indians were almost worthless 
as slaves, the new-comers were content to 
drive their predecessors off into the least 
fertile parts of the mountains. There they 
managed to live after a fashion, slowly 
diminishing in numbers, but decently treat- 
ed, for the most part, and of late years they 
have been gathered in a single valley and 
regularly assisted by the island govern- 
ment. They numbered only a few dozen. 
Of these most plainly showed admixture of 
African blood, and perhaps none was of 
the pure Carib strain. St. Vincent did more 
than protect the living Caribs; it retained 
the names they had given to many parts of 
the island, and these give a distinctive note 
to the map of the little land. A few of 
these names have already appeared in the 
dispatches, and the list will lengthen as 
the details come in. Among them are Wal- 
libu, Barrualli, Owla, Himairo, Calliaqua, 
Mariaqua, Laya, and Babaka—grateful con- 
trasts to the St. This and St. That pep- 
pering the other islands in endless and 
confusing duplication. The St. Vincent 
Caribs lived on the windward slope of the 
voleanic range, and if they have been 
killed the dismal tragedy of their race is 
at last completed. 


~——On May 1 we published a letter signed 
“Inquirer,”’ in which the writer, a work- 
ing woman who had not been long in the 
city, expressed surprise at the employ- 
ment of children in our big shops in viola- 
tion of the law. Her most definite state- 
ment was, “I see many as young as eight 
or ten years of age who work from 8 till 6 
o’clock.”” This letter, we are glad to say, 
attracted instant attention. First we re- 
ceived a request from the Superintendent of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children asking for definite information as 
to where the alleged violation of the labor 
law was to be found and promising to in- 
vestigate the matter and remedy the evil— 
if it existed, which the Superintendent 
doubted. We at once forwarded this re- 
quest to our correspondent, telling her that 
in our opinion she should, as a matter of 
duty, supply the information § desired. 
Meanwhile the Dry Goods Association had 
taken the matter up of its own accord and 
adopted a resolution directing its Secre- 
tary to secure the name of the business 
house referred to in our correspondent’s 
letter, and also the correspondent’'s own 
name, promising, if she was an employée, 
not to reveal it to her employer. - This, too, 
was communicated to “ Inquirer,” and from 
her we now get a letter in which she says: 
“Upon further investigation I consider my- 
self mistaken in regard to the children em- 
ployed in the large stores.”” So the whole 
ease falls to pieces, with nothing achieved 
except a demonstration that the children of 
this city are well guarded and that such 
little illegal employment of them as may 
exist can be instantly stopped if anybody 
who sees it will take the trouble to notify 
either of the organizations mentioned 


above. The outcome is highly satisfactory, 


except for our correspondent, who will, we 
hope, be a little more careful the next 
time she tries to be a reformer and make a 


sensation. 


—Exception !s taken in a good-natured 
way by The New York Medical Journal to 
our recent declaration that, as the argu- 
ments for and against the use af tobacco 
are equally numerous and all unanswer- 
able, and as the manner of use is governed 


by taste and convenience, The London Lan- 
cet wasted its time in defending the cigar- 
ette. This, The Medical Journal declares, 
puts the situation a little unfairly, since 
The Lancet had never tried to extend the 
cigarette habit—proof which we do not ex- 
actly understand. Then our critic goes on 
to say that all The Lancet and some other 
journals have contended for is the right of 
the individual to object to be “ governed” 
by the ‘taste and convenience "’ of some- 
body else, enforced by purely theoretical, 
unsubstantiated, exaggerated, and in many 
instances false statements as to the evil 
results of practices common, pleasurable, 
and even in occasional instances beneficial, 
when not abused. The Medical Journal's 
Own opinions on the tobacco question are 
thus expressed: ‘‘ Some there are, particu- 
larly certain neurotic and cardiac subjects, 
and all children, who should not use to- 
bacco in any form; some who should not 
use it in certain forms; no one should use 
it—or anything else—to excess. But these 
are all points for the ind!vuival to settle 
between himself, or his guardians, if he 
be not arrived at years of discretion, his 
medical adviser and his own ‘taste and 
convenience '—not that of the other fellow. 
The attempt at coercion—by either force or 
fraud—is equally an outrage in such a mat- 
ter, whether the ukase be ‘thou shalt’ or 
‘thou shalt not,’ and is rightly met with a 
Statement in defense.” That seems to be 
about right, though not all of it will please 
our friends the Prohibitionists, whose pol- 
icy is somewhat different. 


——That a man who has “seen better 
days”"’ should try long for other employ- 
ment before enrolling himself among the 
street sweepers is comprehensible enough, 
but it is a little hard to understand why 
such a man, having once entered upon the 
performance of a sweeper's duties, should 
find participation in an annual parade an 
added hardship. Marching in the ranks 
with others uniformed like himself, he 
would not be half as conspicuous to former 
associates as when engaged in his regular 

work, and the very fact thai a parade is 
held tends to impress upon the general 
public the importance of the Street Clean- 
ing Department, and reveuls to those who 
march that their occupation is nothing to 
be ashamed of. Whatever of disgrace still 
attaches to it is due to the circumstance 
that In the past work of this sort has 
usualiy been badly done by people and for 
people who had little or no realization of 
its need and yalue. It isn’t much use to 
say that all honest work is honorable; that 
is true, but it is also true that there are 
many kinds of honest work that none of 
us will do if it can be avoided. Street 
cleaning is work of this kind, but those 
whom necessity forces into it make a mis- 
take when they emphasize its unpleasant 
features by denying or ignoring the claims 
for respect and approval which they can 
rightfully present. And it should not be for- 
gotten that if street cleaning is a come- 
down for a few, it is a cOme-up for a large 
majority of those who engage in it. The 
pay is g20d, the work not severe, and 
preferment is within the reach of industry 
and intelligence.

LINERS TO RETAIN 
THE BRITISH FLAG 


Statement by W. J. Pirrie Regard- 
ing the Shipping Combine. 


He Says There Is Little Doubt the Brit- 
ish Board Will Direct the Work- 
ing of the Steamers.

LONDON, May 13.—The Times prints 
a statement by the Right Hon. W. J. 
Pirrie, Chairman of the Belfast ship- 
building firm of Harland & Wolff, re- 
garding the shipping combination. 

Mr. Pirrie denies that his firm tried to 
force the British companies into the 
combination for the benefit of Harland 
& Wolff, and declares that there is no 
intention whatever of changing the flag. 
He asserts that J. Pierpont Morgan, 
from the very beginning, said he wished 
to keep the organization largely in the 
hands of the British element. Mr. Pir- 
rie insists that there is no danger of 
Great Britain losing her hold on the ves- 
sels subsidized mercantile armed 
cruisers. 

Referring to the efforts to get the Sub- 
sidy bill passed in the United States, Mr. 
Pirrie says they had no direct bearing 
on the steamship combination scheme, 
though they may have caused a slight 
delay in the negotiations. The fate of 
that bill, says Mr. Pirrie, had not the 
slightest effect on Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Pirrie says he believes there is no 
reason why the White Star or other 
3ritish lines having vessels to which the 
Admiralty might wish to give a subven- 
tion should not give an undertaking to 
hold the ships at the disposal of the Ad- 
miralty for five or ten years more, unless 
they are sold previously, in which case 
other vessels could doubtlessly be sub- 
stituted. He does not doubt that a simi- 
lar arrangement could be made in re- 
gard to vessels built by his firm or oth- 
ers, 

From a commercial point of view, Mr. 
Pirrie believes, the combination will be 
decidedly advantageous. The promoters, 
he says, have close business relations 
with the large shippers and understand 
their requirements and the requirements 
of traffic from all parts of the great 
Western Republic. Steamers are only 
one link in a through service, and are 
to be considered from a purely business 
point of view, the question of nationality 
not entering into the matter at all. 

Mr. Pirrie professes little sympathy 
with a patriotism that shuts its eyes to 
facts and grabs at the shadow while for- 
feiting the substance. He explains the 
connection of his firm with the combi- 
nation as embodying a principle Har- 
land & Wolff have always recognized. 
They have never built for those whose 
interests clashed. He considers the ar- 
rangement good for his firm and for the 
country, distinctly benefiting the whole 
British shipbuilding industry, as the ex- 
tra cost of work in America will be an 
important consideration. 

Mr. Pirrie thinks there is little doubt 
that the British Board will direct the 
actual working of the steamers, though 
possibly the policy as to extensions and 
developments will require consultation 
between the British and American 
Boards. Naturally, says Mr. Pirrie, as 
fresh capital is more likely to be raised 
in America than in England, due weight 
must be given to the Americans’ opin- 
ions. 

Mr. Pirrie finally declares his confi- 
dence in the Americans, his belief that 
they are animated by the best and most 
friendly feelings toward England, and 
his opinion that the Anglo-Saxons should 
become the arbiters of the world's des- 
tiny. 

In an editorial article to-day The 
Times, referring to the Atlantic ship- 
ping trade, says it is strange that Brit- 
ish public opinion, which witnessed with 
almost complete indifference the Ameri- 
ean invasion of such fields of enterprise 
as the underground railways in London, 
should have been so quick to resent the 
very natural attempt of American capi- 
tal to establish a partnership in a trade 
to which it actually contributes the 
lion’s share. 

If Mr. Pirrie’s anticipations are ful- 
filled, says The Times, there is little 
doubt that on broad lines of general pol- 
icy there is a great deal to be said for 
the shipping arrangement, which should 
really establish a permanent community 
of interest between the United States 
and Great Britain.

LONDON, May 13.—The Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Admiralty, H. O. Arnold- 
Forster, announced in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that the agreement of the 
Admiralty with the White Star Line was 
about to be renewed, with an additional 
provision, as follows: 

“The company shall not, without the 
previous written consent of the Admiralty, 
transfer to a foreign flag any vessel sub- 
ject to this agreement.” 

This provision, the Secretary added, had 
already been agreed to, and an installment 
of the subsidy, under the terms of the new 
agreement, had been paid. The Admiralty 
had been advised by the law officers of 
the crown that there was nothing in the 
agreement of Feb. 4 between the Morgans 


and the steamship lines which would inter- 
fere with the Admirality’s right to enforce 
the terms of its agreement with the White 
Star Line. 

The President of the Board of Trade, the 
Right Hon. Gerald W. Baifour, had pre- 
viously informed a questioner that, after 
considering the agreement between the 
Morgans and the White Star and Dominion 
Lines, it had been concluded that the ves- 
sels concerned were not precluded from re- 
taining their British register. 

The Morgans state that they did not know 
of any negotiations on the subject of the 
Manchester Ship Canal until they saw the 
report in the newspapers. 

The Westminster Gazette said yesterday 
it understood that, while there was no 
question of J. Pierpont Morgan buying the 
eanal, there wes a possibility of an agree- 
ment by which the vessels of the fleet con- 
trolled by Mr. Morgan's syndicate would 
roceed to Manchester, Instead of discharg-

PAINTINGS BY DE HAVEN. 


A New Departure in Marines and Land- 
scapes at the Kraushaar Gallery. 


One of the rare pleasures which accrue 
from time to time to the person who fol- 
lows the picture shows with assiduity, not- 
ing the work of living artists and compar- 
ing it with that of their fellows and with 
their own work five or ten or twenty years 
ago, is to realize the changes that take 
place in the technique of certain artists 
and find the changes good. Of course the 
reverse is sometimes true. A painter or 
sculptor may deteriorate in his work; often 
without apparent reason, and it may be 
that this deterioration is permanent and 
the unfortunate one drops from view, so 
far as the painter's or sculptor’s art is 
concerned. Again, it may be merely a 
phase through which the artist is passing 
and we find him rising after his fall to 
higher flights of art, so that when we re- 
gard his work it is difficult for us to re- 
member that he labored for years unre- 
cognized by those whose opinion is worth 
anything, for the very good reason that he 
had not risen above common places. 

These changes are not only possible but 
are common to most painters, and that is 
why it is so difficult to decide upon the 
genuineness of work by the old masters. 
To the very vexatious complications re- 
sulting from replicas of work made by 
the master himself in which he was. not 
sustained by the power _that produced the 
original inspiration, and the further be- 
devilment of copies made in his own studio 
by pupils on which he may have done some 
painting, we get this factor of change of 
style even to the habit and direction of his 
brush, or we are confronted by a new color 
scheme, the result of the influence of some 
other school on his mind, which makes it 
very hard to range some of his pictures 
under the master’s name. 

Nowadays the printed materials for fol- 
lowing an artist’s changes are far ampler 
than a few centuries ago, and the fdshion 
of signing and dating canvases adds to the 
problem far more chances of a correct 
judgment. But all these aids are greatly 
needed; for there never was a time when 
painters made more startling departures in 
their work from the paths originally taken. 
This is particularly true of American paint- 
ers, who share the adaptability of their 
countrymen and are spurred on to greater 
variability because their public is also 
very easily swayed by a new fashion in 
art, as in other matters. Talleyrand said 
that the Americans were a Nation of thirty 
religions and one white sauce; he would be 
at the readiness of Amer- 
icans to-day to accept fashions in art 
rather than fashions in religion. Com- 
paratively conservative nowadays in the 
latter particular, we are liberal beyond 
measure in the variety of our sauces and 
our fashions in art. The late George 
Innes and the late William M Hunt showed 
this trait, not to speak of living artists. 
But there are others to whom an altera- 
tion in their methods comes gradually, so 
that when their new style is clearly de- 
fined it shows that it has a lasting quality, 
ig not imitative of some favorite of the 
day, here or abroad, but proceeds from 
thé natural evolution of the painter him- 
self. 

Such a painter is Frank De Haven. He 
has been in earlier life a landscapist with 
a certain distinction, inclining perhaps too 
much to dark canvases in which the shad- 
owed parts lacked modeling and construc- 
Gradually he has mastered such de- 
tails and begun to give dramatic char- 
acter to his marines and landscapes. This 
year he steps boldly into his new style, as 
if the new century had summoned him not 
in vain to a more thoughtful and intense 
exposition of his feeling and thought. 

Fifteen canvases at the Kraushaar Gal- 
lery, 260 Fifth Avenue, show this turn of 
his career. Especially the bold and mag- 
nificent ‘‘ Shower Passing Out to Sea” isa 
new hote, so new, it appears, that it 
startled a committee on acceptance at one 
of the large exhibitions this Winter into 
rejecting it. The upspringing waves which 
respond to the excitement in the sky, the 
beetling storm cloud above the dark-blue 
band of the horizon, the glint of sunlight 
on the upper clouds make a scene of power 
which is well told by the vigorous drawing 
and brushwork. It was not gentle enough 
for the ladylike sensibilities of the accept- 
ance committee. The smaller similar pict- 
ure, ‘“‘ Coming Shower,” lacks the necessary 
room to suggest the battle of the elements, 
and besides it is painted a trifle hard and 
varnished too high. A fine, thoughtful 
landscape is “‘ Autumn,” with a clump of 
russet trees running up the slope to the 
right and the ground to the stone wall, 
well drawn and felt. In this marine and 
these landscapes the foreground is suffi- 
ciently emphasized, but that is not always 


the case. Thus, ‘‘ Moonrise,’’ with its clouds 
of reddish above the tops of the trees, and 
“ Hauling Seaweed,’ with its loaded wain 
moving off down the sandy road, and the 
* Nocturne’ landscape are too indefinite 
in the foreground, needing firmer drawing 
there. One of the finest pleces is “Evening 
After Rain,’’ where a solitary e is 
discerned on the road, and when the eyes 
shift to the masses of white cumulus. cloud 
on the left, thence to the reddish gray 
masses on the right. Here the foreground 
has just the right touch of firmness in the 
gathering twilight and the distance is pen- 
etrated, just as the eves adjust -hemselves 
in such econitions to the waning light and 
see things as through a glass darkly, yet see 
them as they are. ‘“ Starlight" is a good 
composition with an evening star reflected 
in the smooth water of a brook among 
woodlands. ‘‘ Moonrise with Sheep” ts 
not so happy a hit, though a finely com- 
posed landscape, for it lacks the subtle 
something which gives the impression of 
the hour, the something that tells i 
clearly that it is not a dark afternoon, t 
a moonlit night, or the beginning of one. 
Mr. de Haven has opened a new chapter 
in his life as a painter with this exhibition. 
One feeis that he has only to pursue this 
line of sentiment without falling into too 
loose a painting of foregrounds, in order to 
reach the highest rank as an interpreter of 
Nature in her services and poetic moods.

THE DANISH ISLES TREATY.

COPENHAGEN, May 12.—The Confer.

Career of the Banker, Broker, Educator, 
Financier, and Philanthropist. 


News was received in this city yesterday 
of the death late the previous evening at 
Oakdale, L. L, of Henry W. Maxwell, one 
of the best-known residents of Brooklyn. 
The cause of Mr. Maxwell's death was apo- 
plexy. Mr. Maxwell was a widower and 
lived in an old-fashioned residence at 72 
First Place, Brooklyn. He was a brother 
of J. Rogers Maxwell, ex-President of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey. Mr. Max- 
well was best known for his gifts to hospi- 
tals and other public institutions, and for 
his interest in alleyiating the sick and des- 
titute. 

Every druggist in South Brooklyn in the 
vicinity of his house had orders to give 
medicine to the poor and to provide medi- 


cal attendance to those needing it, the bills 
to be sent to him. He told the druggists 
that he did not even care to know the 
names of those he had befriended, nor 
to have them know the name of their bene- 
factor. In the Summer time he sent scores 
of sick and weakly children from the tene- 
ment house districts to the seashore and 
the mountains. Mr. Maxwell was fifty-two 
years old. He was a member of the Mon- 
tauk, the Hanover, and the Atlantic Yacht 
Clubs of Brooklyn and the Lawyers’ Club 
of Manhattan. 

At the time of his death he wus a mem- 
ber of the firm of Maxwell & Graves, 
bankers and brokers, 30 Broad Street, and 
was estimated to be many times a million- 
aire. He was President of the Long Island 
College Hospital, and Treasurer of the 
Polhemus Clinic in Brooklyn. He was aiso 
connected with many financial institutions, 
being a Director of the American Exchange 
National Bank, Vice President of the Ash- 
croft Manufacturing Company, Director of 
the Atlas Portland Cement Company, 
Trustee of the Caledonian Insurance Com- 
pany of Edinburgh, Scotland, Director of 
the Garwood Land and Improvement Com- 
pany and the New York and Long Branch 
Kiailroad, Trustee of the Union Trust Com- 
pany, Vice President and Director of the 
Liberty National Bank, and Director of 
the Long Island Railroad. For many years 
Mr. Maxwell had been a member of the 
Brooklyn School Board, and had been in 
1898 one of the six delegates from the 
Brooklyn School Board to the Board of 
Education, when he served as Chairman 
of the Committee on Finance. Columbia 
University recently conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of Master of Arts. In 
1805 Mr. Maxwell was tendered the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Mayoralty of 
Brooklyn, but declined the honor. He lib- 
erally endowed Maxwell House on Concord 
Street, Brooklyn, and gave $60,000 to the 
Long Island College Hospital for the estab- 
lishment of its operating room. He con- 
tributed $20,000 for the relief of the Johns- 
town flood sufferers and $60,000 for the 
building of a nurses’ dormitory epposite 
Polhemus Clinic in Brooklyn, to be used 
in connection with the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital. He was said to give away 
$300,000 per year in charity, and was sup- 
posed to have made large charitable be- 
quests in his will. 

The funeral will be held on Wednesday 
at his residence, 72 First Place, Brooklyn, 
and at the Second Unitarian Church, Clin- 
ton and Congress Streets. Flags on the 
Board of Education building and on the 
Brooklyn schools were half-masted yester- 
day out of respect to Mr. Maxwell.

The funeral services of Dr. Henry Mor- 
ton, President of Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology, will be held at 10:15 o’clock this 
morning in Trinity Episcopal Church of 
Hoboken, of which Dr. Morton was the 
Senior Warden. The services wiN be con- 
ducted by the rector of the church, the 
Rev. J. Clayton Mitchell. Immediately 
after the body will be conveyed on a spe- 
clal train to Pine Hill, which was the Sum- 
mer home of the deceased, and where in- 
terment will be made to-morrow morning.

New Comedy Opera Wins Favor by Rea- 
son of Its Fun and Melody. ; 

“King Dodo ’’—a little late in arriving in 
the metropolis—proved last night at Daly's 
that he is nevertheless a very swift, lively, 
and entertaining person. And there is add- 
ed satisfaction in seeing this so-calied 
comedy-opera after it has already enjoyed 
a year of popularity on the road in the 
fact that one is not called upon to qualify 
it with statements that it is likely to prove 
satisfying after it has been pruned or add- 
ed to or otherwise changed. The producers,

The book is by Frank Pixley, and he has 
succeeded in writing a laughable narrative 
about the old expedient of a King who 
wants a fountain of youth, and who finds 
it. In this case the King also finds a 
Queen in ‘‘ Spoopjuland,”’ and falls in love 
with her. She reciprocates his passion 
but loves him simply because he is old and 
experienced. And when the King inad- 
vertently drinks of the fountain of youth 
and is changed into a youth in knicker- 
bockers, she refuses to have anything more 
to do with him. Eventually, however, he is 
restored to his bald wig and old age, and 
she consents to wed him, this also provid- 
ing the occasion for the union of a soldier 
of fortune and the King’s ward, who have 
accompanied the monarch on his travels. 

The setting forth of this narrative is ac- 
complished with no end of amusing situa- 
tions. One of the first comes when Dr.

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SENHOR SEVERO KILLED © 
IN AIRSHIP ACCIDENT 


The Aeronaut and His Assistant 
Fall Fifteen Hundred Feet. 


Relatives and Friends, Including 


Senhora Severo, Witness the Col- 
lapse of the Balloon. 


PARIS, May 12.—Augusto Severo, the 


Brazilian aeronaut, and one,of his assist- 
ants were killed by the explosion of Se- 
vero’s airship La Paix this morning. 

Senhor Severo started with the intention 
of safling to the military parade ground at 
Issy, and a large number of his relatives 
and friends, including Senhora Severo, were 
proceeding in motor cars in the direction of 
that village (situated four miles southwest 
of Paris), With an engineer named Sachet, 
Severo sailed out of his balloon house near 
the Boulevard de Vaugirard at 5:30 A. M. 
in excellent spirits and full of confidence. 

The acronaut put his airship through a 
series of evolutions before starting in the 
direction of Issy. There seemed to be some 
hitch with the steering. gear, and the rear 
propelling screw turned with difficulty. 
Nevertheless, after several stoppages, the 
airship sailed off, moving steadily enough 
through a light breeze. 

Suddenly a puff of wind caught the ship 


and whirled it over the Avenue Dumaine. 
The ship turned completely around and 
veered about in a fashion showing that con- 
trol of her had been lost. Then, from the 
centre of the outer envelope, a tongue of 
flame darted out. This was followed by a 
loud report, resembling a cannon Shot, and 
the ship, which was 1,500 feet above the 
groynd, sank like a stone, falling on the 
roof of a house, thence into some trees, and 
finally reaching the Avenue Dumaine, al- 
most on top of its occupants, who had pre- 
viously been precipitated to the stone pave- 
ment. 

The aeronaut was dashed to death. The 
bones of his legs were forced through the 
soles of his boots. Sachet was burned to 
death. The fearfully mangled corpses were 
conveyed to a neighboring police station. 
The bodies presented a horrible spectacle, 
especially that of Sachet. The flame which 
caused the explosion burned the engineer 
in a most shocking manner. Practically 
not a bone of either victim was left un- 
fractured and both skulls were terribly 
crushed. 

The accident, which is said to have been 
caused by a leakage of gas, created terrible 
consternation among those who witnessed 
it. 

M. Santos-Dumont, who has been con- 
fined to his bed for three days, suffering 
from nervous trouble, said to-day: 

‘“*I do not want to talk about Severo, as 
I did not see the disaster, have not read the 
accounts in the papers, and only know what 
my friends have told me. From what La- 
chambre, the builder of Severo’s and my 
balloons, says, I think Severo lost his head. 
I understand that he threw out ballast as 
the airship was rising rapidly. This, if 
true, is sufficient to explain the accident. 
Rapid rising would drive out the gas through 
the valve and send it against the motors, 
thus causing an explosion. One defect of 
Severo’s airship was that the motors were 
too near the balloon. 

‘“‘No, the catastrophe does not discour- 
age me, but I fear that there will be a set- 
back to aerial navigation. It will frighten 
Many persons and discourage those who 
were inclined to spend money in such un- 
dgrtakings.”’ 

Col. Pau! Renard, the head of the Govern- 
ment balloon establishment at Meudon 
Park, has been interviewed concerning the 
catastrophe. He said the disaster was 
caused by defects in construction, and that 
Senhor Severo was evidently not familiar 
with aerostatics. He committed the blunder 
of placing his motors too close to the 
balloon. A spark of flame from the mo- 
tors certainly ignited the envelope, ex- 
plained Col. Renard, and the ex- 
plosion. % 

Referring to the Severo disaster, Emman- 
uel Aimé, the Secretary of the Aero Ciub 
of Paris, said he thought that Senhor 
Severo had overlooked the fact that the 
hydrogen would expand as his airship as- 
cended, and that this expansion would burst 
the balloon. This alone might not prove 
fatal, explained M. Aimé, as the envelopve 
might have acted as a parachute, but the 
gas evidently reached the motors and ex- 
ploded. 

Count de la Vaulx, the aeronaut, ex- 
pressed himself as greatly surprised at the 
accident, as he had the highest opinion of 
Senhor Severo’s skill. The Count said that 
Senhor Severo was not a novice at balloon- 
ing, that he was active and bold, and had 
plenty of inittative, added to much tech- 
nical knowledge. Still, it was a miracle, 
said M. de la Vaulx, that a fatal accident 
to the men who were experimenting with 
steerable balloons had not happened before. 
They always neglected the question of 
equilibrium, which was like driving an auto. 
mobile without springs, and accidents were 
consequently inevitable.

FOR TWO STEINWAY EXECUTORS 


Court Says Louis Von Bernuth Should 
Not Act for Both Father and Son. 


Justice Gaynor, in the Brooklyn Supreme 
Court, yesterday decided the suit brought 
by Ottilie M. Steinway, Clara Steinway, 


and Gertrude M. Steinway the minor chil- 
dren of the late George Steinway, for 
the removal of Louis Von Bernuth as ex- 
ecutor under their father’s will. 

George A. Steinway was a son of the late 
William Steinway, founder of the Steinway 
piano business. Von Bernuth is also an 
executor of the will of William Steinway, 
who was his father-in-law, Mrs. Von Ber- 
nuth being a sister of George A. Steinway. 

The plaintiffs in the action alleged that 
Von Bernuth was keeping them out of 
the income of their father’s estate. Mr. 
Van Bernuth explained to the court that 
the estate of William Steinway had cer- 
tain claims against that of George A. 
Steinway which prevented him from dis- 
bursing the proceeds of the latter estate. 

Justice Gaynor decided that there was no 
evidence of any wrongdoing, but he thought 
that as one estate had claims against the 
other it was improper for Mr. Von Ber- 
nuth to be an executor of both and that he 
should resign as an executor of the George 
A. Steinway est: estate. 


PORTO RICAN RAILROAD. 


The American Railroad Company of Porto 
Rico has already awarded the contracts for 
building the connecting links to make the 
three sections of track between Ponce and 
San Juan one continuous road.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Wall Street tried to persuade itself 
into a condition of nervousness yester- 
day. The security market was soft all 
day long, and some substantial reces- 
sions were recorded. In two or three in-« 
stances declines were sensational, yet 
with scarcely an exception the net 
changes of the day reflected nothing 
new and nothing genuinely serious in 
the financial situation. 

General Electric was the most erratic 
of the day’s fluctuating stocks. After 
opening around 322 it plunged down to 
300-—all on a few hundred shares of 
stock—and then as rapidly recovered to 
within three points of the high level. 
Only 2,100 shares of this stock were 
traded in all day, that small total includ- 
ing the transactions marking the twen- 
ty-one-point slump, and the eighteen- 
point recovery—and all without a vestige 
of any news disclosure whatever. Simi- 
larly lacking in explained reason was a 
drop of 13 points in Lackawanna on 
total transactions of less than 200 full 
shares. Eleven points were knocked off 
of Westinghouse quotations on an aggre- 
gate business of 200 full shares, and 
Omaha went down 10% points on the 
same amount. So it ran through most of 
the list where recessions were of any 
size. Jersey Central’s recession of 4 
points was a record made by but 300 
shares, Brooklyn Union’s two-point de- 
cline was on a hundred shares, and Pull- 
man's loss of 83 points resulted from 
transactions of but 300, and Pére Mar- 
quette’s decrease of 2 points was like the 
2 points in. Nashville and Chattanooga 
and 3 points in Michigan Central on a 
single hundred shares. 

In erratic movements of this sort it is 
idle to propose theories that suggest the 
searching influence of liquidation, or any 
general operating influence. Factors of 
that character are never confined ta 
such a relatively trivial volume of trans« 
actions. 


‘Only about a dozen stocks in the en- 
tire list were traded in on what might be 
fairly regarded as a considerable scale. 
Sales of about 42,000 shares each of 
Amalgamated Copper and St. Paul Rail- 
way brought about a net decline of less 
than 1% points, and over 67,000 shares 
of Union Pacific were traded in without 
a net change of even as much as one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. In Steel Trust is- 
suies about 23,000 shares changed hands 
with but a‘fractional net change, and 
the result was similar for the 16,000 
shares of Sugar Trust, 17,000 shares of 
Brie, 15,000 shares of Louisville and 
Nashville, 11,000 Manhattan, 18,000 
Southern Pacific, and 25,000 Pennsylva- 
nia. Only in two or three stocks where 
the total was of size were declines con- 
séquential—Delaware and Hudson with 
13,000 shares being notable in this par- 
ticular with a net decline between 4 and 
5 points. At the end of business it was 
indeed difficult to comprehend just why 
s0 much:of apparent nervousness had 
throughout the day been ruling in bro- 
kerage offices. 


Of course, the Street was treated to 
volumes of sensational rumors. Bear 
traders lay great stress on grave results 
to follow the progress of a bitter coal 
strike; and tales of deplorable money 
conditions had crowding currency. Inci- 
dentally the rumor mongers circulated 
innuendoes to start suspicion against a 
number of firms which “might have 
been "’ hurt by the Webb-Meyer coliapse 
of last week—not one particle of evi- 
dence being

UNION PACIFIC AND ERIE. 


Two of the strongest active stocks in yes- 
terday’s generally declining market were 
Union Pacific and Erie, the former of 
which closed unchanged, while the latter 
showed a net decline of only \%. Erie, in- 
deed, sold down at no time more than % be- 


low Saturday's close—a fact much com- 
mented upon in view of the pending coal 
strike, which forced sharp breaks in the 
other coal shares. Union Pacific sold off 
at one time almost a point, but so substan- 
tial was the support that it promptly ral- 
lied. The total dealings in it amounted to 
67,000 shares, while in Erie the transactions 
run up to a total of 16,000 shares. 

In explanation of the persistent buying of 
both stocks, much of it for London account, 
Wall Street heard several stories. One of 
these was that the London purchases of 
Erie were inspired by J. P. Morgan person- 
ally, and had to do with plans of develop- 
ment for the property in connection with 
the Shipping Combine. Another—also in re- 
spect to the Erie—was that E. H. Harriman 
was purchasing a part interest in the road; 
another was that Erie is assured of the coal 
division of Delaware and Hudson, while 
still another was that, just as lately, there 
have been large purchases of Reading by 
various rajlroads for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a joint ownership, so now there are 
purchases of a like nature in Erte. At the 
offices of the company nothing could be 
learned on the subject. 

In respect to Union Pacific it seems now 
to be an assured fact—though not yet offi- 
cially admitted—that the stock is to be put 
on a regular 5 per cent. dividend basis. 
This, it is understood, explains the contin- 
ued buying of it by the Rothschilds and 
other London and European bankers. 


HIGH MONEY RATES CONTINUE. 


Yesterday .was another day of high 
money rates in Wall Street. The prevailing 
call figure was 8 per cent., while at one 
time as high as 10 per cent. was paid. The 
high figures—continuing after a week of 


such rates—caused some apprehension in 
speculative quarters and induced not a 
little stock market liquidation. 

Bankers generally declared that the rates 
were merely what ought to be expected 
under the circumstances and were warrant- 
ed by conditions. In addition to the ex- 
traordinary payments of last week on ac- 
count of the shipping combine and the 
Rock Island and Pennsylvania bond issues, 
payments had yesterday to be made on the 
illinois Central interest certificates to the 
amount of about $8,000,000, while a week 
hence it is understood a large payment will 
be made in connection with the New York 
Central new stock issue. 

However, to offset this is the $10,000,000 
payment on account of the Steel Trust syn- 
dicate disbursement; some $3,000,000 in 
currency is understood to be on the way 
here from the West, while it is expected 
that in about two weeks time Klondike 
gold will be arriving at Pacific Coast 
points. Beyond all this, the $5,000,000 paid 
out last week for the purchase of Choctaw 
by Rock Island will return to the city. 

During yesterday there was not a little 
calling of loans by various banks, this call- 
ing in one case being responsible for the 
selling of some large blocks of stocks. 

One result of the high rates coincident 
with the purchases of stocks in this mar- 
ket by London was a decline in sterling 
exchange to the lowest figure recorded in 
weeks. Gold exports are now altogether 
out of the question. 


GENERAL ELECTRIC’S BREAK. 


The sensational feature of the market 
yesterday was the “ slaughter’’ of a specu- 
lative holder of General Electric stock, 
who, because of impaired margins, was 


obliged to part with his holdings. Whether 
advised to it by his broker or whether it 
was at his own suggestion is not disclosed, 
but the seller put in an order to dispose 
of his shares—some 500 in all—‘* at the mar- 
ket,”’ not stipulating any fixed price. The 
order was given on the floor to a well- 
known operator, who, finding no ready 
market for the stock, was obliged to offer 
it down until the level proved attractive 
to would-be purchasers. The result was a 
break of 21 points in the stock, the quota- 
tion falling from 321 to 300. When the 
selling order was executed the stock 
promptly rallied, and almost the next in- 
stant was selling at 318. 

The decline was one of the most remark- 
able seen in many a day in a high-priced 
stock—that is, except in times of actual 
panic. It is pointed to as a striking illus- 
tration of the danger of carrying high- 
priced issues on weak margins or in a 
house prone to become frightened at any 
appearance of weakness in the general 
list. 

The ten-point break in each of the West- 
inghouse issues was said to be purely in 
sympathy with General Eleciric’s drop. 


NEW HAVEN’S CONDITION. 
Wall Street yesterday read with interest 
the published balance sheet of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford for the 
quarter ended March 31, when the gross 
earnings of the road increased $775,000.

Second Distribution of $10,000,000 to 
Underwriters of the Trust. 
Checks aggregating $10,000,000 were sent 
out yesterday by J. P. Morgan & Co. in 
payment of the second distribution of prof- 


its to the syndicate which underwrote the 
United States Steel Corporation. The amount 
of cash advanced by the syndicate was 
$25,000,000, but this was returned soon after 
the first six months. 

Some weeks ago the first dividend of 5 
per cent., or $10,000,000, was distributed to 
the underwriters, who had agreed to place 
$200,000,000 on demand, but were not called 
upon to lay out more than 12% per cent. of 
that amount. To-day’s payment, therefore, 
brings the amount which the syndicate has 
received for underwriting the original $200,- 
000,000 to 10 per cent. in cash. 

In financial circles it is believed that altos 
gether $20,000,000 more will be distributed 
antong the members of the syndicate, whicn 
will make 40 per cent. on the $200,000,000 
underwritten, and 160 per cent. on the 
amount of cash really advanced or paid in.

REJECTED STUDENT, ILL, 
_. ACCEPTED AS MINISTER 


Presbytery Told Mr. Noll Is Victim 
- of Hasty Consumption. 


Rommittee Appointed to Reason with 
Him Says He Does Believe the 
Adam and Eve Narrative. 


It was. learned yesterday that Vincent 
Noll, the young theological student whose 
application for the ministry was rejected 
by the New York Presbytery at its April 
meeting because he gave the impression 
that he considered the Adam and Eve nar- 
rative as allegorical rather than historical, 
had become since that meeting a victim 
of hasty consumption, induced, his sister 
Bays, by the fact of his rejection by the 
Presbytery. 

In spite of the overwhelming vote by 
which young Noll's application had been 
denied at the April meeting, the Presbytery, 
at its regular May meeting yesterday, 
voted aimost unanimously to receive the 
candidate within the clerical fold. It was 
stated at the meting that Mr. Noll was a 
very sick man and that the indorsement 
of his application without delay would 
probably be of great spiritual benefit to 
him. 

At the meeting in April Mr. Noll, who 
has been a student at the Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary, passed the examinations 
upon every subject until the much-mooted 
question of Biblical criticism was broached. 
A special examining committee was ap- 
pointed to further question Mr. Noll. After 
the meeting one of the ministers stated 
that it was the purpose of this committee 
to ‘pray with him, wrestle with God for 
him, moderate him, tune him down, and 
give him a dressing” before the date of 
the May meeting. The Rev. Dr. J. Ford 
Sutton had remarked in the meeting that 
if the Union Theological Seminary taught 
its students sucn beliefs as this young man 
expressed, it ought to go out of business. 
-Loung Noll boarded in the seminary 
buliding, at 49 East Sixty-ninth Street. It 
Was said yesterday by the Superintendent 
of the building that the committee of the 
ivresbytery visited the candidate at his 
rooms about a week after the meeting in 
April. He said that Noll understood that 
it was voted by 5 votes to 3 to pass his 
application. 

“The fact that he had been rejected 
preyed upon his mind,”’ said the Superin- 
tendent, ‘‘and he was taken very sick. 
Within a day or two he was removed to 
the Presbyterian Hospital, where his case 
was diagnosed as hasty consumption. It 
head been determined by the seminary to 
give him his diploma to-morrow—before 
commencement—to show him that the sem- 
inary felt that he was all right.’’ 

It was impossible to do anything much 
for Mr. Noli at the hospital, so a few days 
ago he was removed to the home of his 
sister, at 430 East Seventy-ninth Street. 
To a reporter who called at the house last 
night his sister said: 

*My brother had studied very hard be- 
fore he was examined by the Presby- 
tery, and he was not in a physical condi- 
tion to stand being rejected. He is now 
in a very serious condition, and at times 
when his mind is not entirely clear he is 
continually grieving over his fate before 
the Presbytery.”’ 

According to the report made to the 
Presbytery by the Rev. Dr. Jesse F. Forbes 
yesterday, it was more a mistake than 
anything else that Mr. Noli did not qualify 
in April. The young man is a Bohemian, 
and was greatly confused when he ap- 
peared before the 150 or more ministers 
present at the last session. 

Since that meeting, said Dr. Forbes, Mr. 
Noll had satisfied the committee that his 
beliefs were entirely orthodox; that he did 
believe in Adam and Eve, just like other 
ministers, and that his position on the 
subject of Biblical criticism generally was 
misunderstood. Other members of the 
committee expressed their concurrence in 
this view, and the Presbytery, without de- 
bate, voted, with but two dissenting votes, 
to grant Mr. Noll’s application. 

Several new members were admitted to 
the Presbytery from other Presbyteries, 
and William Mather was admitted upon 
examination. 

The death of the Rev. Dr. G. W. F. Birch, 
for many years Stated Clerk of the Pres- 
bytery, was officially reported, and a com- 
mittee was apprinwee to prepare a special 
minute upon his death. The Rev. Dr. Fred 
¥. Shearer was elected to take Dr. Birch's 
position. 


TAMMANY DEAD-LOCK | 
CAUSES ADJOURNMENT. 


Carroll Forces Attempt to Elect ex- 
Mayor Van Wyck Grand Sachem, 
Despite Lewis Nixon. 
Opposing elements in Tammany Hall 
lined up last night at the Fourteenth Street 
Wigwam and struggled without avail for 
nearly two hours over the election of a 
Grand Sachem to succeed Thomas L. Feit- 
ner, who has held that office for the last 
four years. It was the longest session of 
the kind held in many years and resulted 
only in a dead-lock. Under the rules of the 
Tammany Society, there can be no re-elec- 
tion of a Grand Sachem. If a new man is 
not chosen, the old occupant of the office 
holds over, so that it is to the advantage 
of the incumbent who wishes to retain the 

position that there shall be no election. 

Behind Mr. Nixon, when the Sachems 
came together, were Patrick Keenan, who 
técently succeeded ex-Corporation Counsel 
John Whalen in the board; John Scannell, 
Daniel F. MoMahon, ex-Senator John Fox, 
John W. Keller, and Maurice Featherson, 
é&il known as friends and supporters of 
Richard Croker, and all favoring the con- 
tinuance of Mr. Feitner. 

The Carroll following, headed, of course, 
by John F. Carroll, had formed a plan to 
Oust Mr. Feltner and elect Mayor Robert A. 
Van Wyck. The Carroll forces were made 
up of Mr.. Carroll. ex-Mayor Van Wyck, 
Charles Murphy, ex-Sheriff Dunn, Senator 
George W. Plunkitt, ex-District Attorney 
Asa Bird Gardiner, and Randolph Guggen- 
heimer. Mr. Ciausen was not there, and 
his absence left the rival parties 6 to 6, for 
the Grand Sachem has no vote in the elec- 
tion, The tied forces talked the situation 
over for two hours, indulging in much live- 
ly repartee, and then they adjourned the 
meeting for a week.

DR. BUTLER ANSWERED 
BY PROF. WOODBERRY. 


Reminded that H. H. Flagler Offered 
to Provide Funds for Tutor in Com- 
parative Literature Department. 


Several new phases will develop to-day in 
the trouble at Columbia University over 
the dropping of courses in the Department 
of Comparative Literature. The Columbia 
Spectator, the student newspaper, will con- 
tain an official statement from Prof. 
George Edward Woodberry, the head of the 
department, in which certain inconsisten- 
cies in the attitude of the authorities will 


be pointed out. Prof. Woodberry will say 
that the offer of Henry Harkness Flagler 
of the Standard Oil Company to provide for 
an extra tutorship in his department met 
with his entire approval and was made di- 
rectly to President Butler, and that had 
the President sen fit to accept the gift, the 
whole controversy would have been ami- 
cably settled. 

The exact terms of the gift were made 
public yesterday. Mr. Flagler offered to 
give $1,100 for the tutorship in comparative 
literature next year, $1,200 in 1903, and 
$1,300 in 1904, a total of $3,600. In addition 
the students pledged $1,100, making a total 
of $4,700 which President Butler refused to 
accept. In his statement of April -20 the 
President said: 

‘Part of the cost of maintaining the de- 

artment was contributed by gift in 1901-2, 
But there is no reason to believe that a 
Sealer arrangement could not be made for 
1902-3."" 

In another statement made last Friday, 
President Butler said: 

“The Trustees are unwilling to assume 
the responsibility, as the income of the 
corporation does not justify an expenditure 
for the maintenance of courses by junior 
officers which duplicate or parallel the in- 
struction given by the Department of Eng- 
lish.”’ 

It is understood that Mr. Flagler’s offer 
to contribute is still open, and the students 
hope that Dr. Butler may reconsider his 
action and accept it. 


APPEAL TO REPUBLICAN

{PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY 


THE NEW 


Several Ministers Seek Election to 
the Moderatorship. 


Methods of Promoting the Candidacy 
of Some Aspirants Cause Com- 
ment by Commissioners. 


There is much comment already indulged 
in by Commissioners to the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, which is to assemble at 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church on 
Thursday, over certain methods which are 
being used to promote the candidacy of 
several ministers who will be nominated for 
the Moderatorship of that. body. These 
methods were charactérized in various 
quarters yesterday as ‘‘ most unprecedent- 
ed,” “‘ marking a new departure,”’ “‘ similar 
to civil politics,” and as ‘scarcely to be 
commended.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. George F. Purves, the late 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue Church, was 
defeated for the Moderatorship at the meet- 
ing last year by a very narrow majority in 
favor of the Rev. Dr. Henry W. Minton of 
California. It was generally understood 


that Dr. Purves would receive a unanimous 
election the following year. Dr. Purves’s 
death has brought forth a half dozen or 
more candidates. 

One of the novelties in the contest is a 
circular letter which has been sent out by 
the Presbytery of Pittsburg, urging the 
election of the Rev. Dr. R. 8. Holmes of 
that organization. This c?rcular starts out 
by calling attention to the fact that Dr. 
Holmes is to be a Commissioner at the 
General Assembly, and: then. continues by 
Stating, what is characterized as ‘ very 
presumptuous,” that ‘Dr. Holmes was 
nominated and elected with a view to the 
Moderatorship of the Assembly.” The circu- 
lar continues: . . 

He has not sought it himself and is placed in 
the position because the Presbytery recognizes 
his eminent fitness, the great work he has 
accomplished for the Church, and also because 
the Presbytery seeks the honor for herself. 

For twenty-eight years chis Presbyte has 
been the very stanchest supporter o t 
Church's varied interests. She has sustained 
the General Assembly by large gifts, and in 
doctrine she has stood firm as a rock, and yet 
in all these years she has had no representative 
in the Moderator'’s chair. 

Dr. Holmes has rendered gréat service to the 
Church. He carried through the Assembly the 
measure which stopped the annual loss to the 
Church caused by the publication of its mis- 
sionary periodicals. He organized and carried 
to successful issue the plan by which the Home 
Board was rescued from death. He made the 
proposals to the joint committees of the Home 
and Foreign Boards which has resulted in the 
almost entire payment of the debt on the mis- 
sion house, and which will surely be carried to 
completion. 

This fact, that Dr. Holmes was instru- 
mental, more than any one else, in the 
movement to raise the mortsane of $100,000 
from the Presbyterian Buildtig, at Fifth 
Avenue and Twentieth Street, thereby sav- 
ing the Church interest payments of about 
$4,000 a year, is the chief argument used 
by those arguing in his behalf. 

Dr. Russell A. McKinley, Moderator of 
the Synod of Ohio, also has written a circu- 
lar letter, which was sent out in support 
of the candidacy of the Rev. Dr. David A. 
Kerr, President of Bellevue College, Omaha, 
Neb. Dr. McKinley signed his letter ‘‘ Rus- 
sell A. McKinley, Moderator of the Ohio 
Synod.” It is affirmed that the Synod of 
this State took no action upon which such 
a letter could be based as coming from the 
official head of the body. It is understood 
that even the Rey. Dr. Kerr himself, who 
is now in this city, Gener eyes of this pro- 
ceeding in his behalf. It is urged in sup- 
port of Dr. Kerr that he comes from a sec- 
tion of the country which has never re- 
ceived the Moderatorship, and that he is a 
representative of the home mission idea, 
which is to receive such prominent atten- 
tion at the meeting of this year. 

The chief interest of New York Commis- 
sioners to the General Assembly lies in the 
candidacies of the Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
and the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, acting 
astor of the Brick Church. Dr. Duffield's 
riends are especially active in his behalf. 
He is known as a representative of the 
Princeton school of thought, which is dis- 
tinctly conservative on ‘such a subject as 
creed revision. 

‘It will be impossible to unite the New 
York delegates on either Dr. Duffield or 
Dr. Van Dyke,"’ remarked one of the Com- 
missioners from the New York Presbyter 
yesterday. ‘“‘ With the candidates who will 
come from other quarters there are men in 
our delegation who would not vote for. Dr. 
Van Dyke under any circumstances, and 
there are men who, also, would not vote 
for Dr. Duffield. It is not that either is 
unpopular, but that other eahdidates—so 
far as certain of the New York delegates 
are concerned—are more popular. Dr. Van 
Dyke’s candidacy will be affected more 
than that of any other nominée by his po- 
sition upon the subject of creed revision. 
He is known as holding very liberal views, 
and many will believe that it would be im- 
possible to divorce his actions as presiding 
officer from his conscientious convictions

American Female Guardian Society 
Needs $10,000 for More Ground— 
The Society’s Work. 

The sixty-eighth anniversary of the 
American Female Guardian Society and 
Home for the Friendless will be celebrated 
to-morrow at 11 o’clock in the Assembly 
Hall of the United Charities Building, 105 
East Twenty-second Street. The meeting 
will open with a half hour of singing by a 
group of boys from one of the twelve indus- 
trial schools of the society, the reports of

@s 80 much of the space, it is found that 
lfty feet more frontage is required to pre- 
vent the encroachment of other. buildings, 
to provide for enlargement, and to give 
the children larger playgrounds. he 
grape adjoining on the north can be se- 
cured for $10,000, and the society is very 
anxious to secure it now.

In the twelve industrial schools of the 
onesere located mainly on the east side of 
the city, among the populous Jewish and 
Italian sections, the attendance for the 
wget has been large, the children On gaye 
ng numbering over seven thousand, and 
the average attendance being 3,584.

SERGT. CHURCHILL’S TRIAL. 


Counsel Says Inspector Cross, His Ac- 
cuser, Was Actuated by Spite. 

Sergt. James Churchill of the Leonard 
Street Station, who was deposed as acting 
Captain of the Fifth Street Station by 
Commissioner Partridge, faced the Com- 
missioner at Headquarters yesterday on 
charges of neglect of duty and insubordi- 
nation. Otto Rosalsky, his counsel, made 
the formal motion of dismissal of the 
charges, but it was denied by the Com- 
missioner, and the case was immediately 
adjourned till next Monday. 

Mr. Rosalsky said that on Monday he 
would put Inspector Cross, who filed the 
charges, on the stand. 

‘We will try to show that Capt. Church- 
ill was hard at work in trying to suppress 
the places that were raided by Inspector 
Cross,"’ said he, ‘‘and that if he did over- 
look some of them it was not willful. We 
will also try to show that Inspeceor Cross 
is not actuated so much by a desire to 
rosecute the Sergeant for ‘the good of 
he service’ as by personal spite.”” He 
added that there was evidence to show that 
Inspector Cross had been continually noti- 
fied of the existence of the places raided. 


$3,000,000 Mining Deal in Mexico.

AUSTIN, Tex., May 12.—A private dis- 
patch was received here to-day from Par- 
ral, Mexico, stating that the American 
Smelting and Refining Company has just 
closed a deal for the purchase of the ex- 
tensive minin mys | and mills of Angel 
Garcia, including the famous Refugio mine. 
The price paid 1 the Smelter Trust for 
these properties is $3,000,000 gold. It is 
probably the largest mining deal ever con- 
-summated in Mexico. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


ERRONEOUS ADMISSION OF EVIDENCE.— 
Duncan Young was convicted of murder in 
the second degree in killing George Eber- 
hardt on the night of Jan. 24, 1899. It was 
charged that the act was committed while 
Young and two others were attempting a 
burglary. The Appellate Division has grant- 
ed the convicted man a new trial on the 
ground of error in admitting in evidence a 
Statement mado by one of his companions. 
This. statement was made to Police Captain 
Diamond, who reduced it to writing and then 
showed it to Young and asked him if he 
had anything to say regarding it. He re- 
fused to answer. Justice Ingraham, who 
gives the court's opinion, decides that a 
statement of a third party which in its 
nature is hearsay and incompetent can only 
be made competent when it is read to the 


defendant under such circumstances that 
he is called upon to deny it, so that his fail- 
ure to deny it can be deemed an acquies- 
cefice in its truth. The mere fact, he says, 
that such a statement is read in the hear- 
ing of a third party is not sufficient to 
make it competent evidence against him. 
The situation must be such as clearly re- 
quires from him some reply, so that his 
silence may be considered as an admission 
of the truth of the charge. When Capt. 
Diamond read the statement to Young he 
cautioned him not to speak, as anything he 
might say could be used against him. Jus- 
tice Ingraham says; *‘ There was certainly 
nothing under these circumstances which 
called ppon the defendant to reply, or from 
which his failure to reply could be deemed 
an assent to the truth of the statement. It 
might well be that the defendant being thus 
cha with murder, under arrest, cau- 
tioned by the Captain not to speak, would 
cohsider his proper course to be to follow 
the Captain's caution and say nothing. His 
silence under these circumstances cannot 
be deemed an assent to the truth of the 
statement made."’ Justice Hatch dissents, 
holding that the law authorizes an Appel- 
late Court to affirm a conviction without 
regard to technical errors where the sub- 
stantial rights of the accused are not in- 
volved and where, as here, the court has 
not the slightest doubt of guilt. 


RELEASE OF ONE JoInT Tort FEAsoR RzE- 
LEASES ALL.—After Amanda M. Johnson 
had been injured by tripping over a street- 
ear rail on Fourteenth Street, which had 
been permitted to remain at a dangerous 
height above the surface of the street, she 
brought separate suits for damages against 
the Central Crosstown Railroad Company 
and the city. That against the railroad 
company .was settled by the payment of 
$250 each to the plaintiff and her husband. 
This was done without the knowledge of 
plaintiff's attorneys, one of whom, Peter 
Flint, had an agreement for one-half of 
whatever amount would be recovered in the 
action as compensation for services. The 
attorneys complained to the railroad com- 
pany, and that corporation paid them a 
certain amount and got a release of their 
Men on the cause of action. The attorneys, 
however, reserved to themselves all rights 
to proceed for the balance of the lien 
against the city. The latter by supple- 
mental answer set up the plaintiff's release 
to,the rallroad company. An order contin- 
uing the action against the city, and declar- 
ing te settlement made by the plaintiff 
w the railroad void as to the plaintiff's 
attorneys, has been reversed by the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court. The

SPEED VIOLATION TRIALS 


Recorder Goff Decides Magistrates 
Have No Jurisdiction. 


We fill orders 
by mail. 


Thinks Safety of the Public Would Be 
Best Protected If They Had the 
Power to Punish. 


Recorder Goff in a lengthy decision yes- 
terday held that Police Magistrates have 
not the right to try cases of persons 
charged with the misdemeanor of exceeding 
the speed limit for vehicles. 

August Paterson was arrested on March 
30 by Policeman Doyle for driving his motor 
cycle in the city streets at a rate of twelve 
miles an hour. He was fined by Magis- 
taate Mott, in the Harlem Police Court, $6. 
He appealed against the decision to the 
court of the Recorder, who in his decision 
says: 

“The appeal is taken on two .grounds— 
first, that the Magistrate did not have 
jurisdiction to try and judge on the charge 
of a misdemeanor, and, second, that there 
was not sufficient evidence to warrant a 
conviction. On the second ground the judg- 


ment of the Magistrate should not be dis- 
turbed. 

“The City Magistrate can exercise only 
the powers and jurisdiction of a Police 
Justice, and a Police Justice in the City of 
New York could not hold a court of spe- 
cial sessions nor acquire exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of a charge of misdemeanor. The 
charge did not include the thirty-six sub- 
divisions under the law. 

“With reluctance do I reach the conclu- 
sion that the Magistrate had no jurisdic- 
tion to hear and determine this charge of 
misdemeanor, for the safety of the public, 
imperiled by the reckless driving of motor 
vehicles through the crowded thorough- 
fares of this city, would, in my opinion, 
be best protected by prompt and salutary 
exercise of summary power vested in the 
— Judgment and conviction re- 
versed.”’ 


TO INCREASE SPEED LIMIT. 


Proposed Ordinance Arouses Opposition 
of Those Who Apprehend Danger 
from Motor Vehicles. 

It is possible that at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen to-day an ordinance 
permitting an increase in the speed of vehi- 
cles may be brought up for consideration. 


The new resolution proposes that the max- 
imum speed shall be ten miles an hour by 
bicycles, tricycles, velocipedes, motor vehi- 
cles, and street cars, however propelled; 
eight miles by passenger and pleasure 
vehicles drawn by horses or other animals, 
and five miles an hour by all other vehi- 
cles. 

The introduction of the resolution brought 
about the organization of a committee of 
fifty, whose purpose is to oppose any in- 
crease in the legal rate of speed of vehi- 
cles in the congested streets of New York. 
Horace E. Parker of 100 Broadway is Sec- 
retary of that committee, and he said to a 
New York TIMEs reporter fags eke 

“Increasing the speed of bicycles, tri- 
cyles, velocipedes and streets cars is not 
such a very bad thing. With motor vehi- 
eles it is entirely different. A bicyclist is 
in as much danger from a collision as a 
pedestrian, and it is seldom an injury is 
seridus. But motor vehicles kill and maim 
people and escape harm. 

‘“Our committee, the West End Associa- 
tion and the Republican Club of the Twen- 
ty-seventh Assembly District, recently sent 
out 40,000 return postal cards selecting a 
few election districts in each Assembly 
district north of Fourteenth Street. About 
10,000 were sent to Brooklyn and the Bronx. 
Numerous replies have been received and 
in more than 95 per cent. of these the 
writer has declared emphatically against 
any increase of speed. This almost unant- 
mous opposition is. manifested in every 


district canvassed.” Fé
